MOSCOW, Nov. 138, 3 a. m.—Nemirovich 
Danchenko, the well known Russian war 
correspondent, telegraphing from Mukden 
under today’s (Sunday's) date, says the re- 
ports of the death of Gen. Kuroki are con- 
firmed. 

According to his version the splinter of a 
shell struck Gen. Kuroki, tearing out a por- 
tion of his breast and abdomen. He died 
Oct. 4 at Liaoyang and his body was sent 
to Japan. 

A rumor is persistently circulated that a 
kinemah of the mikado, Siaosanil, literally 
“Little Third Prince,” has been appointed 
to succeed Gen. Kuroki, but the ectual com- 
mand of the army has been intrusted to 
Gen. Nodzu, who is reviewing operations.

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, Nov. 18, 8 a. m.—The struggle 
at Port Arthur continues. All rumors of an 
armistice and of negotiations for surrender 
apparently were at fault. 

At Tokio it is denied that Gen. Nogi has sent 
a second summons to the Russian garrison 
to surrender. 

The Japanese brought all their heavy naval 
and siege guns to bear on the harbor in a 
bombardment on Nov. 9and 10. 


Warships Badly Damaged. 

The warships in the harbor, it is reported 
from Tokio, suffered severely, particularly 
the battleship Peresviet and the cruiser 
Bayan. 

Dispatches from Tokio declare that Japa- 
nese inactivity at Port Arthur for the last 
week was only apparent. Sappers have been 
‘working vigorously opposing the trenches In 
front of Ehriung and Shungshu forts, where 
they are only thirty yards apart. Tunnel- 
ing also is going on rapidly, owing to the fine 
weather. 

It is declared the Russian forts may be 
blown up any moment. 

Quiet on the Shakhe. 

Along the Shakhe river both armies are 
.The artillery on each side deyote 
a part or each day to sheiling the op 


functory. Neither army shows a disposition 
tc attack. 

It is the belief here that Kouropatkin will 
remain on the defensive, and that Oyama, 
while unquestionably strong enough to at- 
tack. will not make a move unti! Port Arthur 
is in Japanese hands. Then Nogi’s army of 
at least 80.000 men will be released. The 
railway from Port Arthur to Yentai can 
transport Nogi’s army to the front quickly. 
and thus give Oyama an overwhelming force. 


War Daily More Unpopular. 
In the meantime, while news from Port 
‘Arthur ts eagerly awaited, attention is in- 
y centered in the internal condition 
of Russia, where the effects of the war are 
being severely felt among the poorer classes. 
Factory after factory has been shut down. 
The railway system is so disturbed that vans 
and trucks containing over a million tons 
of grain are blocked and must remain so un- 
til spring, till when the cultivators will be 
deprived of the price of their produce. But 
more important of all is the misery of the 
reservists called out for the unpopular war 
and the consequent disturbances referred to 
in this morning’s cables. A dispatch from 

St. Petersburg received today says: 


Mobilization at a Standstill. 


“ Russia’s mobilization machinery is mov- 
ing so slowly that for considerable periods it 
ts absolutely at a standstill. As the calls on 
the reservists extend farther among the 
peasantry and artisans the popular 
hatred of the war grows. Yet this 
same resistance of inertia, which has 
left divisions which should have been 
completed last June searching still among 
the people for half their numbers, has its 
significance, which is overlooked by observ- 
ers who maintain that the winter cannot pass 
without a revolutionary movement on a vast 
scale. The inertia, which refuses to go to 
Manchuria, has many ingredients of the in- 
ertia which cannot undertake sustained at-. 
tack on positions nearer home. The poverty 
and disgust with the government, which are 
the motives behind the refusa) of the masses 
to regard the war as a patriotic enterprise, 
are not fired with any idea from which could 
spring an alternative régime, as in France a 
century ago. The students, who paraded the 
main streets of St. Petersburg this week, half 
of them singing Russian revolutionary words 
to the air of “ The Marselllaise,” and the 
other half consisting of relatives of govern- 
ment officials singing the national hymns, 
did not display any passions which suggested 
that they soon might be fighting to a finish. 


Rioting of the Reservists. 


“ There are more serious movements in the 
provinces, as when the Kazan reservists, de- 
training at the mobilization platform near 
Moscow, fought the conscripts. The element 
of vodka has played a considerable part. 
The conscript, when first called to the army, 
is from immemorial custom allowed large 
liberty to carouse. The reservists called back

This means 
that if Port Arthur falls he can say, if his 
advice had been followed, it could have been 
relieved a semester ago, and on that conten- 
tion he can again thwart Gen. Kouropatkin.

Zillinsky, comes to the control of the mill- 
tary staff, where as a man of undoubted 
energy he can find daily opportunities for 
advising, correcting, and reprimanding the 
chief of the army in Manchuria. 
“The one thing which assuredly would 
the entire court cabal would be for 
ouropatkin openly to set them at defiance 
and appeal to his army to support him in his 
independence. Events have moved to the

ARMIBS IN A DEADLOCK 


JAPS AND RUSSIANS TOO CLOSE TO- 
GETHER TO FIGHT. 


Oyama’s Troops Are Sheltered Behind 
Double, Triple, and Quadruple Lines 
of Defenses Guarded by Mines, Pit- 
falls, and Wire Entanglements 
Keeropatkin's Forces, Within Tal 
{ng Diwtance of Their Enemy, Simi- 
larly Sheltered—No Sign of Advance. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—The armies of Kouro- 
patkin and Oyama apparently have settied 
down for the winter, seperated only by the 
Shakhe river and at some points so close to 
each other that only a few hundreds yards 
separate them. 


Reports from Russian sources state that 


the Japanese intrenchments take on the form 
of permanent fortifications. Double, triple, 
and quadruple lines of defenses, guarded by 
mines, pitfalls, and wire entanglements, have 
been constructed, and the Russian soldiers 
have built themselves strong shelters from 
the cold and snow of a Manchurian winter. 

Constantly recurring artillery duels are 
mentiened in the dispatches and the skir- 
mishes at times take on considerable pro- 
porfions, but there is no sign of an advance 
from either side. 

ARMIES IN A DEADLOCK. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 13, 3 4. m.—" For the last 
weeks,”’ telegraphs Nemirovich Danchenko, 
“we have practically not advanced at any 
point on the whole southwestern front even 
a-few versts further than we stood on Oct. 5. 
On the contrary, at several places we have 
been obliged to retire several versts, but 
the present lines of defenses must be con- 
sidered permanent in view of the strong for- 
tifications constructed. 

“The Japanese positions at several points 
are only 800 paces distant from ours and 
must be considered to be definitely occupied 
by the enemy. The latter's fortifications are 
acknowledged by all competent persons to be 
skillfully constructed. Their trenches in 
many places are so cleverely concealed as 
not to be noticeable a short distance away, 
the earth removed being carefully thrown 
in front of the trenches. The general posi- 
tion causes a gret tension on both sides. 

“ Alarming news has been received from 
Port Arthur, but the ab;sence of reports 
during the last few days makes it evident 
that the movement of one or the other Rus- 
sian armies will be dependent upon the 
course of events there. 

“On Nov. 11 scouts on our right flank 
attempted to pierce the line of the Japanese 
fortifications, but were met with a stub- 
born resistance, and, finding the enemy 
strongly reinforced, retired.” 


JAP FLANK MOVEMENT? 


MUKDENRN, Nov. 12.—Reports that the Jap- 
anese are transferring large forces to the 
right flank continue to be repeated. If this 
proves to be the case the tactics thade use 
of at Liaoyang will be repeated. The Chi- 
nese say that the Japanese are simply Inter- 
changing various bodies of troops, not con- 
centrating in the east, but keeping their main 
forces in reserve in order to thoroughly re- 
form them and give them repose preparatory 
to the coming fight. All here are anxiously 
wondering whether the Japanese will soon 
begin to advance, but the opinion is ex- 
pressed that they are still too weak for such 


.@ step. 


Quiet continues everywhere along the front. 
The weather has become almost like summer. 
One large village to the south is occupied 
half by Russians and half by Japanese. Both 
sides sit in their huts and shout. “‘ Get out 
of here; this is our village,” yell the Japanese.

RUSSIA STANDS BY CZAR. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 12.~The Novoe 
Vreyma today declares that all Russia in- 
dorses Emperor Nicholas’ message to Vice 
Admiral Rojestvensky of faith and hope in 
him and “‘ my dear squadron,” and says the 
good wishes and approval of the whole na- 
tion accompany the squadron. 

The paper Mkens the international com- 
mission which is to inquire into the North sea 
incident to the Berlin congress, before which 
Great Britain will seek to again humiliate 
Russia, urges Russia to be represented by a 
young and brilliant lawyer who, like Portia, 
will overthrow the modern Shylock. and asks 
if there is not a Napoleon, not of French 
nationality, who will head another conti- 
nental alliance against Great Britain.

BY ELECTION OF ROOSEVELT. 


London Spectator Says Victory of the 
President Means Much to the Eng 
‘Speaking Peoples. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—-The weekly newspa- 
pers issued today devote considerable space 
to the presidential election in the United 
States and all dwell upon the personality of 
President Roosevelt as the prime factor in 
the republican ‘victory. ee 

The most’ notabie article appears inthe 
Spectator, which introduces a splendid trib- 
ute to the president with this admission: 


liking for the republican party,” while in 
the same paragraph it says the result of the 
election is “‘a subject for congratulation 
throughout the English speaking world.” 
The Spectator then asks: “ What will he do 
with it?” and proceeds to’credit Mr. Roose- 
velt with an ideal program for the next four 
years the standard of which will be * rea- 
son, Justice, moderation, and common sense.”’ 

Discussing the prospective policy of the 
American government in relation to foreign 
affairs, the Spectator says President Roose- 
velt will not be afraid to insist that the 
United States shall hold her own ‘among 
the great powers of the world, but: he -will 
not seek foreign entanglements. The paper 
continues: 

“If the Monroe doctrine is not to be con- 
signed to the political waste paper basket 
it must rest, in the last resource, upon naval 
and military power; and if America has not 
a fleet strong enough to.say ° Thus far and 
no farther." to those who shall challenge the 
doctrine, that doctrine in the future. will not 
prove worth the paper on which the presiden- 
tial message of 1823 was written.” 

After predicting that the Panama canal 
will be coimpleted by President Roosevelt 
the Spectator says: 

‘“‘In the far east and in all-that concerns 
the future of China we may expect the 
president. acting under the advice of Secre- 
tary of State Hay, who is now unguestion- 
ably one of the ablest, if not the ablest, of 
living diplomatists, to maintain the attitude 
already adopted.

Railroad Men Hold Meetings. 

A meeting of the railroads most directly 
interésted has just been held and, with the 
exception of the Wisconsin Central, all were 
agreed that it was time that the “ unequal 
dividions were done away with. It was an- 
nounced yesterday that another meeting 
would be held on Tuesday, at which it is ex+ 
pected sone definite action is likely to be 
taken. 


This action of the railroad companies, if 
taken, will render unnécessary cotitemplated 
proceedings in the federal courts. It was 


mald yesterday by a court Official that if it 


could be shown that the railroads, as de- 
cared by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, were paying rebates to shippers, they 
coulé be sited for contempt of court as well 
as fined from $1,000 to $20,000 under the law. 

District Attorney Bethea would not say 
whether the report of the interstate com- 
meree commission had been brought to his 
noticé officially, but intimated that he would 
take prompt measures to carry out the law 
if the matter were brought to his attention 
by the attorney general. 


Interstate Board to Meet. 

The fact that the interstate commerce 
commMission is to meet in Chicago this week 
is reSarded in some circles as indi¢ating that 
the whole matter of industrial railroads will 
be brought up again in the form of recom- 
mendations to the district attorney’s office. 

J. T. Marchand, attorney for the tnterstate 
commerce commission, who arrived in Chi- 
cago during the day, was present At the in- 
vestigation in Chicago last May of the in- 
dustria] railroads operated by the Interna- 
tional Harvester company, the United States 
Steel company, and other corporations. 

“This decision,” said Mr. Marchand, “is 
plain and convincing. It holds that when a 
corporation owns an industria] railroad and 
exacts from another railroad anything in 
exce@s of a reasonable division of 


rates, a violation of the anti-rébate law has 


been committed, By operating short indus- 
trial roads these corporations have been 


seeking to evade the anti-rebate law. claim-. 


ing all the dignity of a 1,000 mile railroad. 

“The Ipternational Harvester company, 
which secured possession of this small rail- 
road three years ago, would not ship to any 
point unless it réceived from to 25 per 
cent of the throught traffic rate. With a doz- 
@ competing lines it is easy to understand 
why a railroad that wished to secure the 
business would pay the division demanded, 
end the road that would pay the best divis- 
lon would get the business.”

LAWYERS TRY TO DISCREDIT 
_ INSANITY EXPERTS’ VIEWS. 


Incident in Trial of Victor O’Shea Closed 
by Judge Telling Jury to Ignore 
Statements of Counsel. 


A sensation was caused in Judge Chetlain’s 
court yesterday by statements of counsel re- 
garding the testimony of expert witnesses, 
Dr. Moyer and Dr. Kiernan, as to the sanity 
of Victor O’Bhea. Aséistant State's Attorney 
Olson paused in his argument and asked per- 
mission to recall Dr. Moyer to the stand in 
rebuttal 

“This court has no desire to reopen the 
case,” replied the judge, “ but I will inform 
the jury that statements have been made by 
counsel on both sides in reference to Drs. 
Moyer and Kiernan, and the court instructs 
the jury to disregard these statements.” 

It developed that Attorney Dafrow had 
made & statement in his argument to the 
effect that Dr. Kiernan could have been 
secured by the defense had that side reached 
him first. 

Attorney Dafrow. also charged that Dr. 
Moyer had stated t)) the defense that young 
O’Shea was insane, Sut that when the physi- 
cian reached the witness stand he swore to 
the contrary. The object in trying to recall 
Dr. Moyer was to rebut the statement at- 
tributed to Darrow. 

Mr. Olson began the final argument when 
court Gonvened yesterday, and continued to 
speak until 1 o’clock in the afternoon, when 
court adjourned until Monday. 


PRAISE FOR HEALTH BUREAU. 


San Francisco Official Interested in the 
Drainage Canal and Sanitary 
Work in Chicago. 


The Chicago health department was highly 
commended yesterday by Dr. D. F. Ragan, 
health officer: of San Francisco, who is re- 
turning to the Pacific coast to put Into effect 
methods leartied in four, weeks spent In the 
city and in the east. 

“ Chicago is recognized as having one of 
the best organized systems of health depart- 
ment work in the United States,” he said. 
“It is no wonder the death rate is low—11 in 
1,000. In 1891 Chicago's mortality for typhoid 
fever was the higest in the world. Today it 
is among the lowest. The construction of 
the drainage canal, which Assistant Commis- 
sioner Reilly worked fer years to secure, is 
latgely responsible for the improvement, 

“J found Chicago particularly fortunate in 
@aving an excellént_ sanitary inspection 
bureau. P. L. Hedrick has devised a system 
of rules for scientific plumbing wh:ch I shall 
suggest for use in San Francisco. 

“ Ohicago’s weekly health bulletin is con- 
sidered the standard in the United States. 
The system of milk inspection in Chicago is 

le. 
“ The city does not give the health depart- 
ment money 6hough. In New York the de- 
partment recelves $10 for every $1 given here. 
The laws here do hot give the same absolute 
power ih sanitary sures as they do in 
New York.”

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MUST MEET CONDITIONS. 


Governor-Elect Defers His For- 
mal Announcement of State 


Policies. 


- Po an audience at the City club, expecting 
him to outline nis policy for the coming four 
years, Charles. 8. Deneen yester after- 
noon, appearing In. public for the first time 
since his, election. to the. governorship on 
Nov. 8, deferred the announcement, but de- 
clared that a practical, not an ideal, primary 
law should be placed on the statute books at 
once. 

“I should say more,” said Mr. Deneen, 
‘but at this time I cannot. I expected to 
‘appear at an informal gathering, but the 
presence of so many here today would seem 
to call fora formal statement. This I shall 
make at the proper time and place, but I 


are committed to three policies. 
“ These issues are the charter amendment, 


primary law. . In regard to'primary iegisia~- 
tion we do not want an ideal law. The law. 
must not be better than the people. What is 
needed is a reform that wil] reach the or- 
dinary voter. It must be applicable to men 
as we find them—not as we would like to have 
them. . We are prepared to place upon the 
statute books a practica]) primary reform 
law, and we are willing to submit the experi- 
ment to honest legislators.” 


Asks Clubs to Help. 


Mr. Deneen advised the City club and sim- 
llar organizations to collect data regarding 
primary reform and submit their findings to 
the legislature 
many billig, he said, had been waived because 
they had been presented too late for consider- 
ation. Personally, he preferred the compul- 
sory primary law to the direct. He prom- 


prepared to put a reform bill through. 

Explaining the meed of some change in the 
primary system, Mr. Deneen said: 

“In ninety-eight counties of our state a 
compulsory primary law is unknown. B6- 
cause of this condition one political party has 
been disrupted and the régime of both parties 
has been hampered by innumerable conte €s.

Harriman Owns Steamships. 

Besides the vast system of railroads con- 
trolied by the Harriman interests their own- 
ership of steamship lines is no less important. 
The Pacific Mail Steamship company, of 
which E. H. Harriman is the president, is the 
leading steamship line from New York and 
San Francisco to the orient. It runs a pow- 
erful fleet of steamers from New York to 
San Francisco and from San Francisco to 
China and Japan. 

The Morgan line of steamers is controlled 
entirely by the Harriman interests. They 
run from New York to New Orleane and Gal- 
vesion and connect with the Southern Pacific 
toads. A large part of the merchandise 
traffic between New York and San Francisco 
is handled by the Morgan line of steamers 
via New Orleans and El Paso, over what is 
known as the Southern Pacific “ Suneet 
Route.” 


Development of Gould System. 
_ The developments among the Gould prop- 
erties during the last two years have attract- 
ed wide attention. The entrance of the 
Wabash into Pittsburg and: the purchase of 
the West Virginia Central and Western 
Maryland, whereby it secured an entrance 
into Baitimore and obtained an outlet to the 
Atlantic seaboard, at one time threatened a 
serious fight between Gould and the Penn- 

The relations between them became so 
@mained that the Pennsylvania refused to 
permit the Western Union Telegraph com- 
paby, one of the Gould properties, to con- 
tinue to do business over the Pennsylvania 
fight of way. 

While the relations between the Pennsy!l- 
vania and the Gould interests continue 
Strained, it is generally believed that their 
difficulties will soon be patched up and both 
these big interests work together in harmony. 

Plans Transcontinental Line. 

The plans of the Gould interests are known 
to be most ambitious. It is believed to be 
thelr intention to construct or establish a 
transcontinental line stretching from tne 
Atlantic to the Pacific. Through the acqul- 
sition of the Wheeling and Lake Erie, West 
Virginia Central, and Western “Maryland, 
with the construction of some new mileage, 
the ®astern terminus of the Gould system 
prattically has been moved to the Atlantic 
seaboard. Through the acquisition of the 
Denver and Rio Grande and the Rio Grande 
Western the western terminus has been ad- 
Vanted to Sale Lake City. Arrangements 
have been made lately for the construction 
of d new road, to be known as the Western 
Pacific, in which the Goulds are largely in- 
terested, and which is expected to furnish 
them with the desired outlet from Salt Lake 
City te San Francisco.

who control the other groups. 

Had the decision upheld the contentions of 
Hill's lawyers every big railroad system in 
the country would have had a holding com- 
pany similar te the Northern Securities. As 
it was the formation of trust companies was 
abandoned, and for a time it locked as if a 
Seneral sequestration of the big systems 
would be the result. 


Old Fight Renewed. 

In consequence of the Supreme ’s 
cision the old fight bet Hill ena 
riman interests has beeh renewed and the 
question ag to whether the Burlington is in 
control of the Union Pacific or the Great 
Northern is yet to be determined by the 

Rumors have been t lately that a 
compromise had been effected and peace re- 
stored, One report was that the Union Paci- 
fic had secured control of the Burlington and 
that the Northern Pacific would become part 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and &t. Paul. 
These reports have been officially contradict- 
ed, and Mr. Hill says there is no Ganger of a 
disintegration. ef his system of roads, 

After the big syndicates had rallied from 
the Supreme court’s knockout blow sufficient- 
ly to give due consideration to the situation 
the conclusion was reached that it would be 
useless to attempt a resurrection of the Se- 
curities companies scheme, and it was agreed 
to readopt the original community of interest 
plan, which practically would bring about 
the same results, if congress can be Induced 
to pass a law to legalize railroad pools. 


; Santa Fe Stands Alone. 


The Santa Fé system has no affiliation at 
present with any of the other big systems, 
but reports have been current for some time 
that the Rockefeller and Harriman interests 
have secured a large interest init. The Santa 
Fé, however, is big enough to stand on its 
own bottom, having a mileage of 8.733 and 
extending from Chicago to the Pacific coast, 
and over the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé to 
the gulf of Mexico, with a network of roads in 
Kansas, Oklahoma, New Mexico, and Ari- 


zona. 
Bast of Chicago. . 

In the territory east of Chicago and St. 
Louis there are at present but two well de- 
fined big systems, the Vanderbilt and the 
Pennsyivania, with a third one—the Erie, 
Pére Marquette, and Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton—in process of formation. 

The Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania interests 
today control nearly all of the principal 
roads between Chicago and the Atlantic sea- 
board, The Delaware, Lacknwanha and 
Western can be classed a Vanderbilt road, 
as the ‘anderbilte are known to be largely 
interested in it. The Chesapeake and Ohio 
and Baltimore and Ohio, as well as the Read- 
ing rallroad, are in Pennsylvania control. 
The Lehigh Valley road Is still independent, 
but it is only a question of time when It, too, 
will become affiliated with one of the other 
big eastern systems. 


Vanderbilts Have Western Lines. 


The Vanderbilt system is the only onein the 
east that extends into territory west of Chi- 
cago and the Mississippi, just as the Gould 
system is the only western one that laps 
over into eastern territory. The Vanderbilts, 
however, unlike Mr. Gould, are making no 
effort to extend the Northwestern to the Pa- 
cific coast, but are content with the traffic 
alliance the road has with Harriman’s Union 
and Southern Pacific roads. Though the 
Chicago and Northwestern is a Vanderbilt 
property, yet scrupulous care has been taken 
not to have it closely identified with the Van- 
derbilt roads east of Chicago, and it ex- 
changes traffic with all of its eastern connec- 
tions on the same terms as it does with them. 

Some time ago it was reported that the 
Pennsylvania was to secure control 
of the Santa Fé system, with a view of se- 

g a continuous line from ocean to ocean. 
This has been denied, however, by both the 
Pennsylvania and Santa Fé people; and there 
is nothing to indicate that the Pennsylvania 
has any large interest in the Santa Fé.

At'that time railroad compe- 
tition was so strong that it was impossible 
to secure the maintenance of. paying rates. 
Railroad wars were of frequent occurrence 
and even the présidents of the various roads 
were powerless to prevent it. The eastern 
capitalists interested i. the roads became 
resticss over the continued passing of divi- 
dends. They appealed to J. Pierpont Morgan, 
then the most powerful financier in the 


country, to come to their rescue and the far 


famed meeting of the heads of the big batik- 


ing firms in New York and the presidents of | 


the principal roads in the country on beard 
Morgan’s yacht in New York was held as 
the result, 

The so-called “ gentlemen's agreement 
was adopted at that meeting, the financial 
interests pledging themselves to furnish no 
more money. to independent parties for the 
construction of rew roads and the ralfiroad 
presidents agreed to discharge any official 
who dared to cut a rate. 


Morgan Long the Dictator. 

From this time on until about two years 
ago J. Pierpont Morgan was the absolute 
ruler of the railroads in the United States. 
Under his leadership rate wars became léss 
frequent and when any did occur they were 
speedily settled through the intervention of 
the big bankers and financial interests In New 
York. Construction. of new lines by ind 
pendent companies absolutely prevent 
and, while in 1888 there were far more rail- 
roads in existence than were needed, there 
are today not nearly enough east of Chicago 
and St. Louis to handle adequately the con- 
tinually expanding traffic. 

The community of interest scheme, how- 
ever, received a terrific. jolt two years ago 
when J. J. Hill and BE. 4. Harriman became 
involved in a sérious fight over the control 
of the Northern Pacific, which resulted in 
cornering the stock of that road and the 
worst panic. on the stock market that had 
been experienced in years. Subsequently 
a compromise was effected. The famous 
Northern Securities scheme evolved. Ite 
legality was tested in the courts with the re- 
sult already noted. Had it not been for the 
collapse of the Northern Securities company 
similar ones would have been started by the 
other big rallroad systema, 

“Standard Of] Gontrol. 

Nearly all the changes thus far made in 
the regrouping of the western and eastern 
railroad systems suggest Standard OW con- 
trol of railroads to an extent that no other 
single interest has ever thought of under- 
taking before. Changes ih the directories 
of the various trunk railroads are being 
watched with great interest because it is be- 
lieved they foreshadow the complete ascend- 
éency of the Standard Ol! interests in most of 
the important railroad systems of the coun- 
try and the elimination, to a great extent, 
of the power heretofore wielded by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. 

Within the last two or three years the 
Rockefeller interests have obtained a foot- 
hold in the New York Central, New Haven 
and Hartford, Chicago and Northwestern, 
and Union Pacific. 

The Moore brothers in their Rock Island 
deais are said to be aided by the Rock “ellers. 
The Standard Oil interests control Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas. They are beavily in 
Gould's Missouri Pacific and Wabash. They 
are also said to have acquired lately 240,000 
shares of Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
stock from Kuhn, Loeb & Co.

Meeta, Princeton Eleven Before Crowd 
' @f More than 25,000 and Makes Twe 
‘Touchdowns in First Half—Orange 
and Black, Battered Across Field at 


Start, Rallies in the Second and 
Holds the Blues Down — Defeat 
Causes Gloom. 


Princeton, N. J., Nov. 12.—[Special.]—On a 


Soggy, slippery gridiron Yale's heavyweights 
scored a signal triumph over the Princeton 
varsity football eleven here this afternoon 
in the presence of over 25,000 spectators. 

In almost every respect Yale was master 
of the situation, although after rolling up 
twelve points ir the first half, the blues were 
unable to score during the seeend period. 
Yale displayed not only a power in defense 
and attack, but the speed with which the 
New Haven:rushed theirformations through 
to success fairly swept the Tigers off their 
feet. It was all Yale in the first half. The 
blues, using’ Bloomer, Hogan, Owsley. and 
Leavenworth, tore Princeton’s defense to rib- 

So great was the supremacy of the New 
Haven eleven that when the half ended it 
freely was predicted the Jerseymen would be 
buried under a score.of about 30to0. But

hammering by Yale, the Tigers showed won- 
derful recuperative powers and played some 
football that terrifically delighted their army 
of followers. . 


Time Honored Line Smashing. 

It was time honored line smashing through 
the center and tackles that enabled Bloomer 
to score the first touchdown. while not long 
afterwards Kinney blocked a punt close to 
the Tiger’s line, and Leayenworth in the mad 
scramble for the oval scored for Yale again. 
In both tnstances Hoyt kicked superb goals, 
as well as punting magnificently throughout 
the game. In point of physical stamina Yale 
was far ahead of Princeton.. The supposed 
cripples, Bloomer and Owsley. went into the 
game full of fight, and it was not until in the 
second half that Owsley’s leg compelled him 
to give way to Flynn, which was the: only 
change in original makeup of the blue 
eleven. 

The Tigers, on the. other . hand.. out- 
weighed as they were, were pretty well used 
up. Capt. Foulke had been withdrawn in the 
second half because of an injured rib, though 
he struggled with the coaches and physicians 
to be allowed to remain inthe fray. Further- 
more, Burke, the quarter back, was injured 
before the battle was under way for ten 
minutes, but. his substitute. Tenney, played 
great football despite the fact that in several 
instances when atempting to run back for 
kicks he slipped in the mud. Foulke, Cooney, 
Ritter, and Miller made some dazzling plays 
for the orange and black in the face of great 
odds, while Leavenworth, Rockwell. Bloom- 
er, Hogan, Shevlin, Hoyt, and Owsley were 
the chief factors in Yale's victory. 


Yale a 10 to 8 Favorite. . 

Ideal weather conditions prevailed and the 
conflict was remarkably free from unpleas- 
ant features.

Contrary to all the predictions of the critics, 
Northwestern yesterday defeated Illinois. 
The victory wiped out the disgrace of the 
beating given them by Chicago three weeks 
ago, inasmuch as Illinois held Chicago toa 
tie score a week later. The score—12 to 6 
indicated fairly the comparative strength of 
the teams. All of the touchdowns were 
earned.

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BRAVE FIGHT BY CHICAGO 


EXPERT LAUDS SPIRIT OF COACH 
STAGG’S MEN. 


Fierce Struggle on the Part of Both 
Blevens—Perfect Team Work Aided 
by Spectacalar Plays Secret of Mich- 
igan’s Success—Stubborn Defense in 
Face of Overwhelming Odds Fea- 
ture of Maroons’ Playing--Comment 
on Individual Work.

Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 12.—[Special.J~ 
Hard, determined work by the backfield, 
spectacular runs by Heston and Norcross, 
fierce defensive work by the line, and per- 
fect, Yostiike team work tells the story of 
Michigan's play. Dogged and desperate 
struggling by a patched up team in the face 
of overwhelming odds. fierce tackling. quick. 
snappy offensive work during the short time 
it had the ball, characterize the work of Chi- 
cago in one of the fiercest games on a 
western gridiron. 

Chicago was outclassed. There/was no 
quitting on the part of any magnon either 
team. Both played hard footbal every min- 
ute of the contest, and from sta¥t to finish 
there was not a minute in which both 
elevens were fot being pushed to the 
utmost—Michigan to make ground egainst 
its Nghter opponents, and Chicago to meet 
the fierce attack of the Wolverines. 


Many Spectacular Fertures. 


It was a game ful) of spectacular features. 
The runs of Eckersall. Heston, and Norcross 
time and again brought the rooters on both 
s'des of the field to their feet. The wonder- 
ful defensive work of Chicago, with nearly 
every star out of the game. was in itseif 
the ereatest feature of the contest, 

Chicago’s play may be chsraeterized by the 
one word. gameness. Never was there * 
maroon team that fought a better fight 
against heavier odds; never a team that 
struggted in the face of ocrtain defeat with 
better spirit. With Catlin, De Tray, Bezdek, 
Boone, and Parry out of the game within fif- 
teen minutes after riay had commenced, with 
Speik and Kennedy bruised and battered 
until scarcely able to stand, with five substi- 
tutes In the lineup th greater part of the 
time, Stage’s men put up the game of their 
lives, and gave Michigen the greatest strug- 
gie it has had during the time Yost has been 


' coaching at the Ann Arbor institution. 


Luck an Important Factor. 

Luck made an important element of the 
game. The loss to Chicago of al! its back 
feld, as well as the strongest, points In its 
line, the tackles, was most unusual. The fre- 
quent fumbling of Michigan players, espec!i- 
e'ly of Heston, proved most costly, and on 
one oceasion offered the opportunity to 
Fickersall to make one of Chicago's scores. 

Seven substitutes had to be sent in to take 
the place of injured Chicago.players, while 
Michigan made but one substitution, a few 
minutes before the end of the game, and was 
enabled to keep its best working combination 
in the field all the time. 

One notable fact is that during almost the 
entire game the ball was in Michigan's 
hands. With the exception of the short 
period tn the first half when Chicago carried 
the ball fifty yards for a touchdown, the 
maroons were on the defensive. Time and 
again the Wolverine eleven would carry the 
oval down the fleld, only to be held for downs 
or to lose the ball on a fumble. Chicago, 
after its backs had been taken out, was se!- 
dom able to gain, and it was necessary to 
punt often to recover the ground that had 
been lost in the advance of Yost’s machine.

that the interference was shown to best 
advantage. When the ball was given to 
either of the halves or to Norcross for a 
quarter back run there were always four 
men to ward off the tackiers and to guard 
the runner. Against any other team than 
the one that played for Chicago today these 
end runs would have made from thirty to 
forty yards every time they were tried. It 
was only the fierce tackling of the Chicago 
backs and ends that held the runners to 
comparatively small gains. 

At that it was the end runs and off tackle 
plays that brought the greatest gains for 
Michigan. Longman was sent into the line 
frequentiy for substantial gains, especially 
towards the end of the game, when the ma- 
roon forwards were worn by the long strug- 
gie, but just outside of tackle were the points 
aimed at most often as being the most vul- 
nerable positions of the whole Chicago line. 


Victors’ Defense Stubborn. 


In its defense Michigan played stubbornly. 
Twice only did it give way. Once in the 
early part of the game, before Chicago had 
lost ita backs, Stagg’s trio—De Tray, Catlin, 
and Bezdek—carried the ball down the fleld 
and over the line. Again, late in the second 
period of niay. with a substitute back field, 
Chicago pushed back the heavy Michigan 
forwards and made progress for thirty yards. 

The Wolverines played their strongest de- 
fense just before starting down the field for

| usually firm and solid, the Michigan line was 


slow in charging and not as fast as ite lighter 
opponents. 

The weakest points in the lines were the 
tackles, which were made the objective 
points of Chicago attack during the early 
part of the game. Before Parry was laid 
out of the game and Boone was relegated to 
the back fleld ground was often gained at 
these positions. The center of the line was 
also found not to be impregnable before the 
rushes of Bezdek and Walker, though the 
latter had small opportunities to advance 
the ball. 

Line Solid Rather than Fast. 

The ftmpression of the Wolverine defense 
was that of solidity and substance, the im- 
pression of something ponderous and heavy 
to move, rather than that ofa fierce charging 
force, such as the line of Chicago 

It was this same weight and strength In the 
linemen which enabled the Michigan backs to 
make their gains. With a line any lees heavy 
and powerful Heston and Hammond often 
would have been downed before their inter- 
ference had gained headway. As it was the 
giant Carter frequently made holes between 
tackle and guard, and between guard and 
center, which let Heston and Longman 
through for substantial gains. 


Chicago Offense Little Seen. 


Chicago had possession of the ball for 
comparatively so short a period of the game 
that a fair idea of its offense could scarcely 
be gained. As the tackles were strong points 
in the line before Parry and Boone were 
taken out, so they were the strongest during 
the early part of the game when Chicago 
had a whole team. Repeatedly Bezdek, Cat- 
lin, and De Tray hit Graham and Curtis on 
tackle and off tackle plays, gaining steadily, 
and occasionally the play was varied by send- 
ing the stocky full back into the center, 
where the HUghter Chicago line forced the 
heavier opponents back. After the retire- 
ment of the first set of backs, however, the 
Michigan line was almost impregnable, and 
Chicago had to resort to punting after two 
downs. 

Maroon Defense Brilliant. 

But though the offense did not have a fair 
chance to show what It could accomplish, 
the Chicago defense proved brilliant and 
“nervy " to the last degree. Quick: hard, 
flerce, and game in spite of weakness, the 
maroon Mnemen and backs dashed into the 
Wolverine imterference. Two and three 
downs for the distance wae the rate at which

Now and then a back would break through 
for eight or ten yards. but usually it required 
the hardest kind of work to make the neces- 
sary distance. It was fight, fight, fightall the 
time, and Michigan was forced to exert itself 
to the utmost for every score. Even when 
Heston and Norcross would break away for 
some of their longer gains they would be 
tackled not by one man, nor two, but by three 
and four fn a bunch. 


Mighigan Attack More Varied. 

In the style of play Michigan had the 
chance to. show the greater variety of offense, 
owing to the greater opportunity it had for 
carrying the ball. Most of its plays, how- 
ever, were simple tandem formations, the 
ball being given to the first or second man, 
according as the oval was to be carried di- 
rectly into the line or toward one of the

interference quickly, sweeping aside 
the Chicago tackiers. 

Michigan lost many chances through 
wretched fumbling. The one touchdown of 
Eckersall was the direct result of a fumble 
by Heston, who was guilty repeatedly of 
dropping the ball when tackled. This one 
feature marred the otherwise splendid play- 
ing of the Wolverine captain and gave Chi- 
cago many opportunities, of most of which 
it took advantage. 

Once the Michigan team failed to catch 
the signal and once the ball was fumbled 
between the quarter and center. Several 
other fumbles were saved to Michigan only 
by the quick work of the men in the inter- 
ference. 


Almost No Chicago Fumbles. 

Chicago. on the other hand, did not fumble 
during the entire game, on Offensive work. 
Once, on receiving a punt, Eckersall dropped 
the ball, but recovered and returned fifteen 
yards before being downed. Another time, a 
short punt by Harry Hammond bounced high 
in theair, barely grazing the tips of the fingers 
of the maroon quarter as he leaped for it 
and a Michigan man fell on the ball, gaining 
the entire distance of the punt. Barring these 
two exceptions, however, one of which was 
excusable, the ball was never dropped by a 
maroon. 

In the punting department Chicago had all 
the advantage. Not only were the maroons 
favored by having the wind in the right di- 
rection during the greater portion of the 
game but Eckersall’s kicks greatly exceeded 
Harry Hammond’s and did much towards 
holding down the score. 

When Michigan would carry the ball down 
the field for thirty or forty yards, to lose the 
ball just when about to get In striking dis- 
tance, one punt of the maroon quarter would 
lift the oval out of danger and make another 
long march necessary before another score 
could be made. In the few times that Michi- 
gan was forced to punt, Hammond’s kicks 
were short and low, and made only short 


Star Backs Almost Equal. 

From the nature of the game it was the 
offense of Michigan that was brought out 
most noticeably, while in Chicago's play the 
work was almost wholly defensive. While 
Catlin, De Tray, and Bezdek were in the 
game for Chicago there was little to choose 
between the backs of the opposing elevens. 
Tom Hammond and Longman, while their 
play lacked the brilliancy of their running 
mate, Heston, were responsible for fully as 
many gains as the mighty half back, and 
their work was not marred by fumbling, as 


’ was that of the Wolverine captain. Three 


of the touchdowns were made by Hammond. 
The work of Heston, however, barring his 
loose hold upon the bail, was of the highest 
order. 

Coach Stagg had evidently prepared a de- 
fense especially to meet the mighty half 
back. Often when Heston would approaca 
the maroon line he would fine a stone wall 
to receive him. But at other times he would 
break through between tackle and guard or 
outside of tackle and make long runs, which 
were only prevented from being touchdowns 
by the splendid tackling of Eckersall. It was 
the last game in which he will ever play, and 
of all the stars on the Michigan team he 
shone most brilliantly. 


Bezdek a Ground Gainer. 


For Chicago, Bezdek probably was respon- 
sible for the most ground gaining, the little 
full back plowing his way through even the 
heaviest men on the Michigan line for gains 
of from four to five yards nearly every time 
he was given the ball. Catlin was hampered 
to a great extent by his bruised leg. but at 
that was effective on tackle plays. De Tray 
was also responsible for a number of gains. 
but. like the rest, had to be removed from the 
game. 

The work of the two quarter backs was 
brilliant and of a high order. Norcross prob- 
ably showed to better advantage because of 
the better chances given him. Often he got 
away on quarter back runs, aided by splen- 
did interference. In returning punts and 
kickoffs he also showed up well, and in hand- 
ling his team his work was consistently of 
a high order. He handled the ball well, direct- 
ed his plays at the weakest points of the ma- 
roon line, varying them in such a manner as 
to keep his opponents constantly on the alert 
to intercept them. As a field general he 
proved he had few superiors In the west. 


Eckersall’s Work Handicapped. 

Eckersall, on the other hand, was handi- 
capped by having an inferior set of backs to 
work with most of the time. During the 
early part of the game he directed his plays 
well, but later Chicago could not gain con- 
sistently, and he was forced to punt every 
time the maroons got possession of the ball. 

His punting was consistently good and was 
responsible for keeping Michigan's re ae 
low as it was. In running back punts and 
kickoffs his work was not as effective as it 
has been in other games this season, but he 
was tackled harder and watched more close- 
ly than heretofore. Usually, however, he was 
good for at least fifteen yards every time he 
caught the ball, and several times for more. 

Once, immediately after making his run 
for a touchdown, In returning a kickoff, he 
all but dodged through the entire Michigan 
eleven, tripping when only one man, Nor- 
cross, stood between him and the goal. To 
have dodged Norcross at that stage of. the 
game would have made Chicago's score 18 
to Michigan's 16. His race for a touchdown 
also added laurels to the former Hyde Park 
captain. It was a beautiful piece of running 
in which every man of the Michigan team 
who was near him was outraced in the rush 
to the goal line. 

To Kennedy belongs the credit of stopping 
many of Heston’s plays. His record as a 
tackler has never been more deservedly won 
than it was today. Tobin, who was opposed 
to the giant Carter, played strong ball 
throughout the contest. When Michigan tried 
center, Tobin, with Gale and Badenoch, was 
nearly always underneath the pile. 


Center Trio Strong. 

The three center men played stronger de- 
fensive football than they have done at any 
previous game this season. Both Badenoch 
and Gale outplayed their opponents. Boone 
and Parry had the advantage over their op- 
ponents while in the game, the former get- 
ting down the field fast om punts and several 
times tackling the runner. 

The work of Chicago's substitutes after 
nearly all the stars of the Midway eleven 
were injured or had been removed from the 
game was remarkable. Speidell’s defensive 
work In the secondary line of defense wag of 
the first water. He was in every play and 
backed up the ends In a way that Catlin with 
his crippled leg could not do. Hitchcock 
played a better defensive game than he has 
at any time In his career untill he was forced 
to retire on account of bad cuts over each eye. 
Noll and Hill did good work in the line, al- 
by their opponents.

HOW YALE PLAYED THE GAME. 


Critic Tells of Exceptional Team Work 
of Old Eli and Regrets Bad 
Field.

field was against any fast playing. Yaleand 
Princeton slipped and fell on every attempt 
to dodge or run fast. nis narrowed tne 
contest to a line plunging attack, backed up 
with a KicKing game. 

Yale surpassed rrinceton in poWer of at- 
tack and in variety of plays. ‘Ine biue haa 
a more reliable and a sturdier defense. 
Princeton piayed a sieepy, iethargic game 
until the second haif, when the ‘ligers out- 
piayed the biue. 

in the first session Yale by excellent run- 
ning back of Kicks and a good trick piay 
brought the ball to Princeton’s twenty-nve 
yard iine. Here the biue had its frst good 
efance to show the power and vaiue or its 
offensive game. ‘The HKii's attack was well 
directed, quickiy executed, and spiendidiy 
assisted by the team individually and as a 
whole. The man carrying the ball was 
helped and pulled along in good style by his 
team mates for steady and splendid gains. 

The Yale line opened up the Princeton for- 
wards and gradually pushed the ball along 
until the blue earned a touchdown. Follow- 
ing this score Yale’s whole game grew more 
aggressive. The Eli line was charging hardor 
and the backs were fighting desperately for 
every inch of ground. 

Princeton was making many mistakes. The

over the full back’s head and Yale recovered | 


the ball. Princeton forgot to kick on third 
downs and lost many yards by not punting. 
The Tiger quarter lost ten yards frequently 
on quarter back runs. The slippery ground 
was proving costly to Princeton. Its backs 
would slide and tumble just as they were 
starting on many a possibly brilliant run. 
It was a shame the condition of the ground 
spoiled such a big game, which often showed 
evidences of potential spectacular plays. 

Yale played hard and aggressively at all 
times. Rockwell ran the team with excel- 
lent judgment and varied his plays beautiful- 
ly. Yale gained most consistently by attack- 
ing tackle and then swinging ite rudder free. 
In this way the Prinecton half backs were 
deceived into believing the play was going 
through the line. Before they recovered from 
their mistake thé runner was pushed free 
for a few yards again. Yale outweighed the 
Tigers’ linemen and overpowered them. The 
whole play was won on the good work of the 
blue’s forwards. 

The Princeton team braced up in the sec- 
ond half and held the Yale line better. In 
fact, the Tigers gained more ground on 
straight football in the second half than did 
Yale. Yale seemed to be satisfied to keep 
the score at 12—0 and played a kicking game. 
Later. however. seeing the Tigers were run- 
ning back its kicks for good gains, she re- 
sorted to trick plays, and sent Rockwell 
around the end for a beautiful run of thirty 


rds. 
”Princeton looked to be on the way for a 
touchdown in this half. but when the Tiger 
reached the blue’s thirty yard line the Yale 
tearm braced up strongly and recovered the 
ball on downs. Thereafter Princeton never 
threatened the blue’s goal line. 

Princeton displayed the same lethargy she 
has manifested all fall. never awakening to 
its responsibilities until it was in difficulties. 
Today the Tiger got behind in the first half, 
and when it tried to redeem itself found it 
too late. Old Eli placed every one of Prince- 
ton’s mistakes to the credit of Yale. 

Princeton played pluckily and desperately, 
but nevertheless blindly. Yale was ever 
alert, ever pressing onward, and always ag- 

ve. Yale gained more ground and 
Yale’s forwards were stronger in offense and 
defense. The Yale secondary line of defense 
was prompt and alert and tackled hard and 
for losses. This proved the advantage neces- 
sary to win. Princeton seemed at sea and 
her light backs slipped and slid in the mud. 
Yale played better ball. 

It was a fine, bitterly fought game, which 
was determined in a bediam of noise, Yale 
and Princeton rooters endeavoring to out- 
cheer each other. Never for a minute was 
there a lull in the cheering and singing. It 
was a monster crowd and a good day. It 
was a good game, spoiled by a freak of nature 
in freezing and then thawing a slippery turf.

Wamous Handler and Driver Severs His 
Connection with Walnut Hall Farm 
and Will Henceforth Be a Free 
Lance—<Billy” Andrews Signs with 

the Simpson Establishment and 
Will Be Given the Best Material

‘The most notable addition to the ranks of 
public trainers for next year is Ed Benyon, 
the announcement being made that he is no 
longer connected with the Walnut Hall farm 
(rom which, however, he will have a few 
horses next season), and that he will hence- 
forth look to the public for his campaigning 
ammunition. 

This is Benyon’s first move as a public 
trainer, although he is esteemed one of the 
best all around handlers and drivers in the 
country. .He. worked his way up from the 
bottom, “swiping for several years, and 
then going to the Alien farm at Pittsfield, 
Mass., where he served under John Young, an 
Indiana horseman of the.old school, who has 
had a» marked degree of success with colts, 
Later on Benyon was connected with Orrin 
Hickok, and from that master of the art he: 
learned a'good deal that.was worth knowing 
about how to “ fit a trotter. Then Benyon 
‘went to the Walnut Hall farm, and had won- 
-Gerful success there considering the small 
aumber of horses he trained. . 

‘Wins Kentucky Futurities. 

He won both the 2 and 8 year otd Kentucky 
Futurities with Fereno, the 2 year old a sea- 
son later with Walnut: Hall, and the Morse 
Review Futurity with Mobel.. Another great 
trotter that he made while with Walnut Hall 
farm is Ozanam, 2:07, and she is a credit to 
his skill. With the exception of Wainut Hall, 
who is a wild horse at times, and never too 
easy to manage in a race, all the trotters that 
Nave been brought out by Benyon are good 
headed. Fereno in all her racing during the 
last four years has made but one break after 
taking the word, and the one exception’ was 
a by a boot coming down during her 

e at Hartford. : 

In training colts Benyon, prepares them by 
‘the mile-on-mile system of which Hickok was 
so strong an advocate, and his success speaks 
well for the plan. It was thought last spring 
that Benyon would have a great pair of 
young trotters in Jessie Benyon, 3 years, and 
Ozono, 2 years, both by Moko. The filly was 
good enough as a 2 year old to beat 2:17, but 
this year, although she could step better than 
2:14, the others of her age that she met in 
stakes outclassed her so that she could not 
win a heat. Ozono was a good 2 year old, 
and after he had beaten 2:20 rather handily 

was looked upon as a probable stake winner, 
but just then he went amiss. and was not 
himself again during the campaign. 


Andrews Goes to Simpson Farm. 


« But if a good man is entering the ranks of 
public trainers tn Benyon an equally clever 
one fs leaving in the person of “ Billy’ An- 
Srews, who has signed to train and drive for 
the Simpson farm, where he will immediately 
be given the best material in the racing line 
that money can buy, and later on havea hand 
in bringing out the young McKinneys, Mr. 
Stmpson having purchased that stallion a 
short time ago. 

Tt ts doubtful if Andrews has a superior to- 
day as a trainer and driver, and, In addition 
to his gifts in the line of his profession, he is a 
fine looking, well spoken man, resembling a 

tock broker more than a horseman. An- 
drews began with the Village farm horses a 

ood many years ago and reached the posi- 
tion of head trainer for that establishment 
before Geers took hold of the Hamlin horses. 
Andrews left there with a fine reputation 
that at ence secured him the trainership of 
the Arden farms, owned by E. H. Harriman 
of New York, and he held the place until! Mr. 
Harriman went out of the horse business a 


year ago. 

What Andrews did this year with Tiverton 
end Grace Bond was enough to make a repu- 
tation for him tf he had never previously 
driven a race. Both those trotters fell into 
his hands by accident, Tiverton’s reguiar 
driver being injured in a race at Boston, and 
J. Y. Gatcomb’ concluding, after the Cincin- 
nati meeting, that Andrews could do better 
with Grace Bond than he could.

THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 
Has Stoessel asked an armistice? Has 
Nogi refused to grant it? Or have the two 
generals met and discussed terms of sur- 
render? These are the questions of the 
week, which as yet have been answered only 
by rumor and not by authority. * 
The last fighting at Port Arthur of which 
we know anything was on Nov. 6, a week 
ago today, when the Japanese were repulsed 
in an assault on Fort Etse, and the Rus- 
sians accidentally exploded one of their own 
mines under themselves. The Russians were 
still in possession of the main line of forts 
and Liaotishan, but their outer works were 
all taken, and the Japanese parallels were 
rapidly creeping in. The defenders are re- 
duced to about 5,000. 

One of Stoessel's favorite devices to nerve 
up his troops has been to warn them that 
if they fell into Japanese hands they would 
get no quarter. Of late Nagi has been trr- 
ing to disprove Stoesse!l's stetement by feed- 
ing his prisoners well, giving them food, to- 
bacco, and clean clothing, and then sending 
them back by night into Port Arthur to 
spread among their comrades the story of 
theirtreatment. In consequeuce, there have 
been a number of desertions, and the purpose 
of the rank and file of the Russian army to 
hold out to death has been weakened. 

~ On the Shakhe river the situation remains 
the same. There have been a few outpost 
skirmishes and artillery duels. Both armies 
are throwing up triple and quadruple lines 
of heavy defenses, protected in front by wire 
entanglements, pits, and mines. It would 
be a bloody task now for either force to drive 
the other out of its position. 

By far the most interesting feature of the 
week has been the peace talk. Lord Lans- 
downe, the British foreign secretary, strong- 
ly intimated in a public speech that the time 
had come to end the conflict. Baron Haya- 
shi, Japanese minister to London, in two or 
three interviews, has talked peace. Roose- 
velt has let it be known that he will move 
for peace whenever such good offices are 
acceptable to the combatants. St. Peters- 
burg dispatches say that the czar himself 
is not averse to the arbitration of the Russo- 
Japanese troubles before The Hague. The 
Russian students at the universities of 
Odessa, Kieff, and Kharkoff have petitioned 
the government to put a stop to the slaugh- 
ter. Among the Russian people generally 
the war is far from popular. Japan feels 
the expense beginning to tell, and also feels 
that when Port Arthur falls she will have 
won practically all she was fighting for— 
Port Arthur, Russia's evacuation of Man- 
churia, and Japanese control of Corea. It 
would be a matter of supreme difficulty and 
inferior utility to drive the Russians back 
to Harbin. The Japs do not feel that the 
attempt is worth while. 

The only hope for Russia to turn the tide 
of war lies in her securing control of the sea. 
The only way she can do this is for the Bal- 
tic squadron to overcome Togo. This is a 
most improbable event. But from the Rus- 
sion point 0; view perhaps it is worth trying, 
on the ground of everything to gain and 
nothing to lose. ; 


Togo whips the Baltic squadrof. Then Rus- 
sia can gain nothing by continuing the war. 
She nevar can bring ont over the railroad 
enough troops to drive the Japanese back 
over the mountainous regions of Corea. The 
best she can hope to do under any circum- 
stances would be to regain the interior por- 
tions of southern Manchuria, leaving the 
coast towns of Newchwang, Port Arthur, 
Dalny, Takushan, Antung, as well as the 
Liaotung peninsula from Pitsewo south- 
ward, in the hands of the enemy. The in- 
terior country thus denuded of all outlet to 
the sea would be worthless. 

That peace rumors are already rife, 
springing from so many and such authorita- 
tive sources, leads to. the cheerful proba- 
bility that the war will be over within six 
months at the outside,

JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 


- "This is the ninth of the monthly editorial articles 
on American esmen. 


When he was:being run for the presidency 
in 1824 his friends urged him to do some- 
thing to get votes. Up to that time he had 
done absolutely nothing. He weighed his 
friends’ advice, found it good, and thereupon 
became less discourteous in his conversa- 
tion. There he stopped. 

This is the first incident. The second com- 
pletes his theory of public service. 

He had been president. His neighbors in 
Massachusetts wondered if he would con- 
sent to go to the house of representatives. 
He was sounded with regard to his feelings 
about the status of ex-presidents and re- 
plied that if his neighbors shoyld choose him 
for selectman of the town he would be glad 
to accept the office. 

He never sought a public trust and never 
rejected one. 

To this peculiarity headded another. He 
was a trained professional] statesman in an 
age of brilliant amateurs like Clay and 
Jackson and he was an aggressive expan- 
sionist, though from Massachusetts. 

His training in statesmanship was per- 
haps the longest and most profound that 
any American has ever received. His father 
was the second president of the United 
States. He grew up ia the atmosphere of 
government. At 14 he was private secre- 
tary to the envoy to Russia. At 16 he was 
assistant secretary to the extraordinarily 
capable commission which signed the treaty 
of peace with England at the conclusion of 
the revolutionary war. Then he went to 
Harvard. Then he was minister at The 
Hague. Then he was minister at Berlin. 
Then he was minister at St. Petersburg. 
Then he was a member of the commission 
which signed the treaty of peace that ended 
the war of 1812. Then he was minister at 
London. Then he was secretary of state 
under Monroe. Meanwhile in the interstices 
between other duties he had been United 
States senator for Massachusetts. When 
he became president in 1824 he was 57 years 
old and had been for forty-three years al- 
most continuously in the service of his 
country. No wiser bird was ever inau- 
gurated, 

Yet just because of his academic attain- 
ments, just because of his technical training, 
it is all the more remarkable that he de- 
veloped and promulgated the most militant 
Americanism of his day or of any other day. 
Even more than Theodore Roosevelt he de- 
serves the interesting title of “ the expan- 


‘| sionist from Harvard.” 


His father had been the leader of the 
federalists. He himself was sent to the 
United States senate by the federalists. The 
federalists opposed the annexation of Louis- 
iana. He voted for it, though it was pushed 
‘by his vindictive enemy, Jefferson. 

His final secession from the federalists 
sprang also from a question of Americanism. 
The federalists were limp about the second 
war With England. They were for stomach- 
ing England’s insults in order to avoid de- 
ranging our commerce on the high seas. 
Adams therefore went over to the anti-fed- 
eralists, urged on the second war with Enzg- 
land, and became the outcast of Boston so- 
ciety. 

The same instinct remained with him 
when he became secretary of state. It was 
he alone among the cabinet officials that 
| supported Jackson in his swashbuckling 
foray through the Spanish colony of Florida. 
It was he that insisted on the annexation of 
Florida to the United States. It was he 
that announced the destiny of. the United 
States to be at least the possession of the 
continent of North America. It was he that 
told Russia that aggression on the North 
American continent through Alaska would 
be resented. And finally it was he who put 
into the mouth of President Monroe the 
doctrine which bears Monroe’s name and 
which the descendants of the Englishmen 
who at that time warmly sustained it now 
superciliously characterize as not the Mon- 
roe doctrine but the Adams sentiment. 

This Americanism lay on Adams so thick 
that it could not be eroded even by political 
animosity. When Jackson, the man who 
had beaten him in 1828 by a lie about his 

“ corrupt bargain ” with Clay, became pres- 
ident, Adams rushed to defend him in his 
quarrel with France, though the Jacksonian 
party itself recoiled from the conflict. Jack- 
son never forgave Adams for this. 

It was natural that the man who was the 
first to introduce the spoils system into 
American politics should never be able to 
forgive the man who was the last to pre- 
serve the antique traditions of the republic. 
Adams removed hardly any one from office 
while he was president. Jackson removed 
almost every one that did not guarantee 
him political support. From the moral re- 
straint of the character of Adams to the 
legal restraint of the civil service law of 
our age lies the age of spoils. 

But the glory of the career of Adams rose 
full and vivid only after he had left the 
White house and entered the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

One of his first acts as a member of the 
house was to present a petition for the abo- 
jition of slavery in the District of Columbia. 
From that time on to 1844 he stood before 
the country as the protagonist of the right of 
petition. 

The house of representatives in 1836 
passed its notorious gag rule directing that 
all petitions on the subject of slavery should 
be laid on the table without being either 
printed or referred. The first great mélée 
in the conflict between slavery and freedom 
swirled around the right of petition. In 
the center of that mélée stood John Quincy 
Adams, alone, undeterred, short, bald, red, 
disdainful of rhetoric, master of debate. He 
began to present petitions. On March 12, 
1837, he presented ninety-six. On March 
30, 1840, he presented 511. 

At the beginning of every session he 
fhoved the elimination of the gagrule. At 
the beginning of every session he was voted 
down. Then he presented petitions. And 
they were laid on the table. As he was 
known to believe in petitioning, it followed 
that everybody Who had a petition sent it 
to him. He always presented it. Some 
times it was for the perpetuation of slavery. 
Sometimes it was for the dissolution of the 
union. Sometimes it wag for his Own expul- 
sion from the house. He always presented 
it. 

The house tried to censure him for disre- 
spect and contumacy. Always he escaped, 
sidling along the nooks and corners of par- 
liamentary law, where he, and he only, was 
absolutely at home. In course of time his soli- 
tary Quixotic attack on the gag was success- 
ful. Year by year he cut off the wings and 
flanks of the gag majority. At last, in De- 
cember, 1844, the center was pierced. 
Adams made his usual motion. The vote 


was taken.. It favored Adams. The gag 
\

‘only to keep our navy at concert pitch. It 


tives had restored to the people the right of 
having their petitions not merely read but 
received. 

The rest of Adams was retrospect and 
‘honor. For three short years more he tar- 
ried on the sceneof his achievements. Then, 
on Feb. 21, the speaker was interrupted hy 
cries of “ Stop! Stop! Mr. Adams!’ From 
that collapse Mr. Adams recovered only for 
one last moment to say, “ Thank the officers 
of the house.” 

DANIEL B. ANTHONY. 

When the battle between slavery and 
freedom began in Kansas fifty years ago, 
after the repeal of the Missouri compromise, 
it became apparent at once that the settlers 
from the north would have to depend on 
other weapons than those of the law if they 
meant to succeed. They did not have in- 
offensive pro-slavery immigrants to deal 
with, but the armed border ruffians of Mis- 
souri. There was need of men who were as 
handy with the rifle as with the plow to 
keep slavery out of Kansas, and the men 
were forthcoming. 

Col. Daniel R. Anthony of Leavenworth, 

who died day before yesterday, was one of 
them. He, like most of the other free state 
men, had been reared in the fear of,the 
sheriff. They had been brought up to have 
anybody who made threats against them 
bound over to keep the peace, instead of arm- 
ing themselves and going out to kill or be 
killed. 
. Col, Anthony was one among the many 
who unlearned these lessons with startling | 
rapidity, and who were only too glad to use 
the Sharps rifles sent them by Henry Ward 
Beecher and other good friends. They beat 
the border ruffians attheirown game. They 
outshot and outraided them. If the south- 
erners had paid more attention to these per- 
formances they would have been cured be- 
fore 1861 of the delusion that northern men 
were afraid to fight. 

After Kansas had been redeemed Col. 
Anthony did not relapse entirely into the 
dull ways of peace. He was always ready 
for a fight. He was for over forty years a 
“fighting editor,” and usually came out 
ahead in his numerous encounters. Age 
could no more weaken his indomitable spirit 
than it can that of his sister, Susan B. An- 
thony. 

Ool. Anthony lived to be 80. He was one 
of the few left of the men who went to Kan- 
sas in “the time that tried men’s souls,” 
and he did brave work there for the good 
cause. 


GIVE FILIPINOS A “SQUARE DEAL.” 

Secretary Taft will ask congress next 
month td reduce the duties on Philippine 
sugar and tobacco to 25 per cent of the Ding- 
ley law rate, and to put on the free list all 
other Philippine products not now there. 
The legislation to be recommended by the 
secretary should haye been enacted years 
ago. Its passage has been delayed by the 
indifference of many congressmen and the 
unreasonable hostility of a few who repre- 
sent men who have a foolish notion that 
American beet sugar and tobacco producers 
will be harmed. The Filipinos are entitled 
to “a square deal,’”’ and congress should 
give it to them at the coming session. 

The secretary of war will also call the 
attention of congress to the fact that as the 
law stands the Philippine commission can- 
not revise without congressional approval 
the existing tariff schedules in the islands, 
Changes are needed to meet altered condi- 
tions, but while they ought to be made in- 
stantaneously, they have to be delayed until 
it shal] please congress toact. That is clear- 
ly detrimental to the interests of the islands, 

It is time for congress to admit that it 
cannot govern the Philippines so intelligent- 
ly and efficiently as the local government 
ean. Congress is ignorant of conditions in 
the islands, and makes little effort to ac- 
quaint itself with them, and yet will not 
grant adequate power to the men on the 
ground who are obliged to deal with prob- 
lef_s which are not found in this country. 

The Philippine goverment should have 
full power to change the insular tariff when- 
ever it deems it advisable to do so. That 
government should be empowered to do, 
subject to the approval of the executive, 
many things which it cannot do now without 
obtaining the belated approval of a neglect- 
ful congress. 

All that is needed to insure the Philippines 
the best possible government is for congress 
to untie the hands of the insular authorities, 


AMERICAN BATTLESHIPS. 

There are this year twelve American bat- 
tleships in commission. They have a total 
tonnage of 132,000 tons. In 1898 the bat- 
tleship tonnage was 48,500, or a little more 
than one-third of what itis now. The 
United States bas what would have been 
considered at the outbreak of the Spanish 
war a formidable navy. 

Five years hence the battleship tonnage 
will be more than double what it is now, and 
the number of ships making more than six- 
teen knots an hour will beincreased. There 
are fourteen battleships ordered or under 
construction, with a total tonnage of 196,2 
tons. There are also ten armored cruisers 
now building, four of which—the Pennsy!- 
vania, Colorado, West Virginia, and Mary- 
land—will be put into commission during the 
coming year. 

It will be said by some that in 1909 the 
United States will have enough warships 
and should stop building. But it cannot al- 
together do this, for modern warships wear 
out rather rapidly, and also tend, in the pres- 
ent expanding state of naval architecture, 
to become obsolete in a comparatively short 
time. 

After 1909, however, it will be necessary 


will no longer be necessary to incrense its 
size. 


INSPECTING WEIGHING MACHINES. 

Brerybody knows of the automatic 
weighing machines which are on the plat- 
forms of elevated railroad stations, and in 
some other public places. A person inter- 
ested in his weight has only to put a penny 
in the slot to get the desired information. 
Probably the machines are fairly wel! patro- 
nized, or they would be sent to the junk 
shop.

SOUTH CHICAGO GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The facts printed in Tum Trreunp last 
week about the dangerous grade crossings 
in South Chicago explain and justify the 
urgent demand for track elevation made by 
the residents of that part of thecity. When 
children, large and small, in order to go to 
school, have to cross tracks over whieh 429 
trains run daily, and when the crossing is 
poorly protected, it is no wonder that acci- 
dents happen. The tracks should be ele- 
vated for the protection of life and in order ' 
that the traffic on busy streets may not be 
obstructed. 

But in all probability it will take about 
three years to get the tracks up in the air. 
In the meantime the city authorities, whe 
have ample power, should insist on the erec- 
tion of gates and the stationing of watchmen 
at crossings. That is not al] which should 
be done. At specially dangerous points 
where school children pass and repass in 
numbers the railroads should be required to 
erect iron foot bridges like those which span 
the Illinois Central tracks at Twenty-second 
street and elsewhere. Then a safe means 
of crossing will be at hand for all who choose 
to use it. If cnildren will obey parents, who 
will, of course, tell them to use the bridges, 
and if adults will be equally cautious, the 
number of accidents will be cut down 
greatly. 
- The citizens of South Chicago ought to 
understand that they will not get for their 
children or for themselves the. protection 
they are entitled to unless they demand it 
loudly and steadily. There is nothing like 
“ agitation” in matters of this kind. Im- 
portune the council.

Personality involves obligation, privilege 
measures responsibility, discipleship de- 
mands discrimination. 

Thence the summons of the Master: 
“Watch ye, therefore.” 

This moral imperative is not without sig- 
nificance to the modern church. We have 
throughout many years become accustomed 
to the bells that call to worship, and the 
music chanted there, and the preachings and 
the prayers. 

With many the habit of religion has be- 
come 80 strong, so constant, that earnes, 
menask attimes: “‘ Our religion, isit only a 
habit after all, and nothing more?’ A hymn 
we sing, a prayer we say, a word we hear. 
A methanical habit, lacking the dynamic of 
lifeand heart? A cloak, comely but external, 
a language, not a life? 

Think of the power of habit. Men grow ac- 
customed to the grandest sights and take 
them all as commonplace. 

The starlit heavens that cover with blue 
and gold our homes and speak of divine 
majesty and mercy—we seldom speak of. 
We see them not for the passing illumination 
of the streets. 

The lofty grandeur of the night is lost upon 
us while the crackling of a barrel burning in 
the street corner compels attention. Witness 
the fatal force of familiarity. 


blessed faith. Think of the cross of Jesus. 
We wear it on our bosoms, we breathe it in 
our devotions, we epeak it softly in our pray- 
ers and around our children’s beds, we gaze 
at it in our churches. We give it large room 
in art. We may, like the beautiful and 
lamented Scottish Mary, clasp ite ivory form 
in the supreme hour of death, and yet, in 
thinking of all the beauty and emotion in 
which religious hearts tell forth their faith, 
let the power of habit never be forgotten, 
lest we forget, and, seeing the cross, forget 
the Christ, and, loving his church, forget his 
cause and the individual and practical work 
we must do in his name among men. 

St. Peter underst this tendency and took 
strenuous meas against it when he.

It was laid 
away long ago. Since then you have never 
examined it. The childrem have never given 
it a thought... To make my meaning plain, 
hear it in the words of John Stuart Mill: 

** The fatal tendency of mankind to leave off 
thinking about a thing when it is no longer 
doubtful is the cause of half their errors.” 

Thus the author was trying in his own way 
to stir up the minds of his countrymen to° 
thoughtfulness and summon them to the 
energy of of watchfulness. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of safety— 
in the nation, in the church, and in the indi- 
vidual. * 

Hence the value of new policies, new theolo- 
gies, new viewpoints of human obligation and 
duty. Not that, as they come to us rushing 
on the currents of modern thought, they 
necessarily bear to us better modes of gov- 
ernment or of faith than those the old had 
given; but their boisterous floods startle the 
sleeping and indifferent into thoughtfulness. 

This is the best gift they convey, for my 
people, saith Jehovah, perish for lack of 
thought.

and réalized the possibilities that lay in an 
entertainment INustrated as are Mr. Holmes’ 
talks-—-how the Britisher when he runs over 
himself might 
bring home pictures to corroborate the 
travelogue he gives his wife of his doings 
while away. But the writer concludes that 
certain habits of the Britisher when trav- 
eling were best left unpictured, and he’

|ent movement will probably prove to be a 


VOTE WILL HELP REALTY. 


New Charter Makes Possible Abolish- 


ing of Abuses—Boom Expected 
in Many Cities. 


The results of the election, including espe- 
cially the victory for the charter amend. 
ment, will, it is believed, be reflected soon 
in a pronounced improvement in the realty 
market. 

The charter amendment will mean the 
elimination of abuses which for years have 
weighed most heavily on the market, and, at 
the same time, will furnish the city with 
the means for making those improvements 
which for years have been in most impera- 
tive need, the lack of which has unques- 
tlonably greatly prejudiced the city in the 
eyes of outside investors. 

It will also do away with the oft repeated 
cry of municipal bankruptcy, which has 
been misunderstood in the east, and which 
has created a bad tmpression regarding gen- 
eral business conditions here, and has un 
questionably kept much outside capital from 
secking investment. In general it is be. 
lieved that the new order of things will 
improve, and make Chicago so much more 
attractive in every way as to result in a 
decided increase in realty investments here. 

The success of the amendment to the Tor- 
rens law is also regarded as a step in the 
right direction, as it will result in both 
expediting and cheapening realty transfers. 


Boom in New York. 


Outside of election results brokers also 
take heart in the remarkable speculative 
market which has recently been developed 
in New York City. While it unquestionably 
had its rise in the subway yet it is the be- 
lief, as stated in the New York papers, that 
conditions were ripe for some such a move- 
ment toward rea] estate investments. If 
this is true it is believed that it will ulti- 
mately be reflected in something of a similar 
movement in other large cities where favora- 
ble conditions prevail, ard in such an event 
Chicago is certain to feel its quickening 
touch. This for the reason that opportuni- 
ties are here in the way of relatively lower 
values than in any of the other great cities 
of the country, with no doubt as to the city’s 
continued growth and prosperity. 


New Buyers in the Market. 


The situation in New York is a most inter- 
esting one for the reason that the speculative 
movement seems to be steadily gaining in 
force and bringing Into the market a new 
class of investors, as indicated by the follow-! 
ing from the New York Herald: 

“One of the most Interesting features of 
the lot speculation,is the number of per- 
sons, both men and women, who this au- 
tumn are making their first investments in 
real estate. Doubtless many of these out- 
side buyers would be found, if an investi- 
gation were made into their previous oper- 
ations, to be persons who had suffered con- 
siderably from the recent disastrous course 
of stocks in Wall street which preceded the 
present boom there. Indeed, it is quite com- 
mon to hear in brokers’ offices the state- 
ment, ‘ Well, I am through with Wall street, 
and am going to put my money where I can 
see that it represents something.’ ”’ 

These quoted remarks are decidedly sig- 
nificant, and in discussing the situation the 
Herald expresses the opinion that “ the pres- 


substantial one. The outside support is so 

strong that while speculation is exceedingly 

brisk it is in little danger of being overdone.” 
Chicago May Share Boom. 

With such @ movement toward realty in- 
vestments in New-York it will be surprising, 
in the opinion of experienced brokers and 
shrewd observers here, if Chicago, with its 
brightened prospects and fine opportunities, 
does not develop something In this direction.

As was to be expected, the election cut 
seriously into last week’s market, neverthe- 
less a fairly good showing was made in the 
way of transfers filed for record. There was 
none of notable importance, but there was 
more than the usual run of transactions in 
fiat properties running from $20,000 to $30,000. 
There was also something doing in acres, 
two transactions of considerable importance 
being recorded. . . 

Probably the most intezesting event of the 
week was the announcement of the lease by 
Frederick Ayer of Lowell, Mags., to Bernard 
Baumgarden of the five story building at the 
southwest corner of State and Monroe streets, 
including the numbers 166 to 176, with a front- 
age of 120 feet, for a term of fifteen years 
from May 1, 1907, at an annual rent of $110,- 
000, or $1,650,000 for the entire term. 


Record Price for a Store. . 


This is said to be the highest rent ever 
paid for a store of similar dimensions on 
State street, and as regards the annual rent 
paid by any one concern is exceeded in only 
a few instances. 

The lease was negotiated by James W. 
Adams of H. O. Stone & Co., representing 
the lessee, and Aldis & Co., representing Mr. 
Ayer. 

The property comprises one of,the most 
conspicuous corners on State street. The 
buliding wae erected just after the great 
fire and was for many years occupied by 
what was known ae the Bee Hive; a dry 
goods house. It has been occupied for nearly 
ten years by Isaac Woolf, the retail clothier. 
Among the other tenants are Edward Gross- 
man & Co., the Washington Cloak company, 
while parts of the upper stories are occupied 
by miscellaneous tenants, 

The lessee, Mr. Baumgarden, has three or 
four stores on State street, but it is his pur- 
pose to consolidate his business at his new 
location as soon as he gets possession. It is 
said to be his purpose to extend his lines, 
while in the section fronting on the corner 
he will open a drug store. 

Deducting $14,000 a year for taxes leaves 
a net rental of $06,000, which, capitalized on 
a 4 per cent basis, gives a leasing value for 
the ground and building of $2,400,000, which 
is at the rate of $20,000 a fromt foot and 
$166.75 a square foot. 


7 Adams Express Lease. 

Another notable lease closed during the 
week involved the entire ground floor of the 
Adams Express building at 1838-189 Dearborn 
street, which John C. McCord leased through 
B. F. Keebler & Co., to Hannah & Hogg for a 
term of ten years from May 1, 1905, at an an- 
nual rental of $24,000, or $240,000 for the term. 

The space, which is at the corner of the 
alley, has a Dearborn street frontage of six- 
ty-six feet and a depth of 130 feet, and will be 
occupied by Hannah & Hogg as their main 
downtown retail store, with a large pool and 
billiard hall in connection. They will spend 
$25,000 in preparing the place for their busi- 
ness and will move there from 83-85 Madison 
street. 

They have for twenty-five years occupied 
the latter, which is to be torn down on May 1 
next by Mrs. Charles Netcher to make way 
for the new building for the Boston store. 
They have been paying Mrs. Netcher an an- 
nual rent of $28,000. 


South Side Flats Sold. 

An important deal in south side apartment 
house property was the sale by Benjamin 
F. Wallace to William L. Doughty of the 
Rochester apartments at the northeast cor- 
ner of South Park avenue and Twenty-third 
street for $108,000, the consideration being 
part trade. The building is a five story and 
basement structure, containing thirty-three 
apartments. The purchaser executed a trust 
deed to secure $15,000 of the purchase at 5% 
per cent, subject to a prior incumbrance of 
$30,000. The sale was negotiated by BE. W. 
Zander & Co. in connection with John F. 
Wallace. 

Ald. Thomas Carey purchased from the 
estate of Jacob Rosenberg a tract of twenty 
acres at the northwest corner of Forty-sey- 
enth and Robey streets for $70,000. This is 
thought to be connected with a recent pur- 
chase of seventy acres of land tn that im- 
mediate vicinity by Richard Fitegerald of 
the Chicago Junction railway for $126,000.

Gets Photograph Orders. 

I next secured work of @ fairly decent na- 
ture with a photographer on the west side. 
His method of deing business was to go to 
the various public schools and take pictures 
of the children at play. Then hé secured the 
names and addresses of the children’s pa- 
rents, and it was my duty to go to these 
parents and try to take their order for photo- 
graphs. My instructions were to try to secure 
a deposit on éach order if possible.

HE names of a hundred Americans 
have become household words as ilus- | 
tration of one man power, but others 
there are who also control trusts of 
wonderful force, unknown save to the 
few who see them day by day in the garb. 
of the machine shop or foundry, yet actors . 

Long before 
the term “ trust" became so familiar to the , 
people combinations of steam, water, elec 
tricity, and even the air itself had been so. 
perfected by human ingenuity that forces. 
of marvelous strength could be exerted to - 
the utmost or held inactive by a single in-. 
telligence. 

When one realizes the mechanical perfec- 
tion séen today in the great plants of the 
country a striking parallel is found between 
stich merging of power and the welding of 
business and financial interests. Hoonomy . 
is the main object of both—economy of man's 
Jabor and economy of time—two principal 
sources of wealth. Stroll] through one of 
the industries where the trainlead of dingy 
brown rock, which they say is iron ore, goes . 
away in a fortnight in ordnance, building 
girders, or armor plate, and what a series 
of pictures of mechanical combination and 
control does it present! 

ven the initial process has its display of 
force. When the casting is to be made a 
gang of men scoop a pit in the earth floor of 
the foundry so deep that, completed, a lad- 
der ts needed for them to reach the top. 
This hole is beneath a ratiroad track, which 
extends along the side of the building, and 
is lined with fire clay and brick. « Along the 
track come two fron tanks on trucks, urged 
on by men who prod them with crowbars.

Let it be known that the street faker or 
peddler, it matters not how glib he may be, 
does not make the wages that an honest man 
would own toas hisown. The only men who 
pursue this calling are men of the great army 
of “ hardlucks " of which I was then a mem- 
ber, and the cheap, lazy, nerveless crooks of 
the city slams. I found this out after I had 
tried all Mines of faking and small peddling 
without success. When I finally came to that 
stage where my shees were mostly uppers 
and my beard actually growing long for 
want of the price of a shave the little German 
made a suggestion.

OR the purposes of this article the 

“average American” is a man. He 

becomes an entity through the blend- 

ing of a farmer of great stature, a 

laborer nearly half as large, a grocery- 
man or a big general superintendent of a 
railroad, a still larger mechanic ormachinist 
in blue jumpers, and finally a physician of 
stall stature or lawyer of slight physique 
and thin legs. 

Out of this blending of substance, to make 
five men of even weight and stature and with 
the same diameter of hat rim and like quality 
of gray matter under their hair, the power 
working the traneformations would have the 
average American large as life. He might 
be a little off in color. His dialect would be 
slightly off the normal. His ways of life, 
however, woulll be the accepted ways of the 
country and he would be recognized in a 
foreign port es a Yankee. 

This average American would indicate his 
nearness to the soll. In spite of the fact that 
other industries have been taking the men of 
the farms to the city out of all proportion 
in these last ten years, the averagé Amert- 
can is rural still. The makeup of this aver- 
age American might be reduced to percent- 
ages of constituent parts from the following

From these composites the average Ameri- 
can eitizen promises a sturdy constitution 
and a clear head. Up to the present time he 
has been depending more upon his muscle 
than upon his brain, for some time to 
come the proportion p to hold, save 
in farming. In ten years in the United 
States there has been a loss of 2 per cent of 
cultural workers, and of more than 1 
cent In manufacturing and mechanical 
workers, accounted for in the increase of 
those in the professional services, in personal 
services, and in trade and transportation. 
This average American will be educated to 
a considerable degree. One-tenth of his 
constituent part will have been illiterate in 


will leave him with light enough to choose 
hig o¢ehpation and with Intelligence enough 
to pursue it if it be already found. 

He will be close to 33 years old, consider- 
ing the occupations out of which he is to 
come. In all the United States there are 
fewer than 10,000 persons who are 95 years 
old and over, and who are thus likely to 
inereage the average of his years through 
phenomenal longevity. In any case nearly 
three-fifths of these persons are women 
beyond the years that permit of gainful oc- 
cupations, and, more than this, one-half of 
the total number in both sexes may be found 
among the colored population.

In 
all the District of Columbia more than thres- 
fourths of all the homes are hired, with 
Rhode Island ranking next, where more thas 
Tl per cent of the private residences age 
rented, 


Chances of Life. 

There are some od@ conditions thess 
buildings and portiona of buildings that are 
classed as residences. One person is thesols 
tenant in 611,435 of these dwellings, whileat 
the other extreme there are 660,001 homes 
with more than eleven members in the house 
hold. In sections of the great weet more than 
11k per cent of the dwellings have only one 
person ae tenent, while in the north Atlantie 
division of the states nearly 8 per cent of the 
total dwellings contain families numbering 
more than eleven persons each. 

Within a few weeks the census bureau hat 
issued a bulletin dealing with the chanees of 
life of both men and women in some of the 
large citiea For the average American whe 
takes up life in New York, Boston, Philadel

He edmits with boyish candor that he 
is not “a broncho buster,” and it is a mat- 
ter of local wonéer in the neighborhood of 
Medora, where Roosevelt flourished and was 
beloved as. a reanchman and man of unfailing 
courage, that he never did battle with the 
“mean critters” of the equine persuasion 
that once infested that region.

Emperor Rides and Shoots Well. 

William of Germany, a man ef less hardy 
mek, has better eyes than Roosevelt, but 
ene of his arms is @warfed and his system is 
afficted with humors of the blood. He is 
said te be the best one handed. swordsman of 
his army and one of the best rifle shots in 
Europe. He has never tried the low seated, 
loese holding, reugh riding style ef Amert- 
ean horsemanship, but he ranks with the 
best equestrians and reinsmen of modern 
times. In sport, as in war and statecraft, 
he is the leading theorist of his day, but he 
is an indifferent swimmer on account of his 
physical disability, and in point of endur- 
ance as a hunter he fs, compared with Roose- 
velt, a mere neophyte. 

On all the Atlantic coast there are few 
more sturdy swimmers, few more daring or 
skilled sailors than Theodore Roosevelt of 
Oyster Bay. He is one of the worst fisher- 
men known to fame, for he is a bungler at 
fiy casting and cannot throw a live bait with 
either enthusiasm 6r accuracy. This is the 
ene point in which Grover Cleveland excels 
President Roosevelt as a sportsman, for the

red and-reel, the most patient, the most 
alert, the most devoted, the most accurate 
of fishermen. | 

Senator Fairbanks is said to have gained 
his first athletic enthusiasm from handball, 
but he did not follow the sport long. His 
favorite exercise is walking, and it makes no 
special difference to him whether he is alone 
or in company. There is a story thathe first 
learned handball by playing the game witha 
cork ball or a tennis ball. He became expert 
and his long, reach and good eyes enabled 
him ‘to defeaf all comers at that style of play. 
His schoolmates finally induced him to play 
a regulation game with the champion of an- 
other school, but w Fairbanks smote the 
“regulation ” ball fgr the first time he real- 
ized that his hands were too soft to play out 
the game with comfort.

His hands were swollen and 
sore from impact with the hard ball, and he 
never engaged in another “regulation game.”

Hoeing Bryan's Favorite. — 

William Jennings Bryan is thoroughly 
bucolic in his sports and exercise. He is an 
excellent wing and trap shot, a good horse- 
man, a skilled driver, and was, earlier in 
life, a surpassing baseball player. On his 
farm in Nebraska his favorite exercise is 
hoeing. In his own neighborhood he is “ the 
man with the hoe,”’ and, in spite of his lite- 
rary and oratorical engagements, his un- 
relaxed passion for reading, his devotion 
to his family, and his enormous correspond- 
ence, he spends from two to four hours of 
every morning in outdoor exercise, chatty 
walks with neighbors or employés, or hard 
work in his flelds and gardens.

Clerks the Best Tenants. 


Being Men of Methodical Ha bits, They 
Seldom Move and Pay Rent Promptly.

“There are a number of good reasons why 
clerks with é¢stablished positions are the 
best kind of men to have at the heads of 
the families to which you rent your fats. 
In the first place, there is steadiness. In 
this respect alone the clerk is enough better 
than many other classes of men to entitle 
him to the front rank in a search for the 
ideal tenant. Because of the nature of his 
work, which demands method and a certain 
kind of mechanical routine, his habits of life 
become fixed on him with more than the 


‘average man’s share of firmness. 


Man of Fixed Methods. 

“Of course, te be available as a tenant 
for a flat he must be married, and after he 
is married tle average clerk settles down 
to married life, laying the rules of his house- 
hold, so far as mere man may lay them, 
along the same lines of regularity that pre. 
vall at the office. Above all things, he dis- 
likes to move. When he gets into a house 
he likes to stay there. This is further evi- 
dence of the firmness with which the habit 
of method is fixed in him. Just as he likes 
to come to the same office each morning and 
find the same work waiting for him on the 
same desk, so he likes to come home each 
evening to the same house. This method of 
living will sound dreadfully monotonous ‘to 
many, but it is only a pleasant, well regu- 
lated syeterm of things to the old clerk. 

“"The average clerk of thé kind I refer to 
is able to and does rent a flat which costs 
him over $20 a month, possibly the average 
will be over $25. PEDven if he earns less money 
than a man in some other vocation he will 
have his financial affairs arranged so there 
is allowance made for every item of house- 
Sold expense. 


Prompt on “Rent Day.”’ 
“ We have had some tenants for five years 


who have never missed ‘rent day’ payment 


by a single day. The majority of these were 
clerks. While the wife must also be con- 
sidered seriously when it comes to choosing 
the best tenant, that is one circumstance 
over which no man or class of men has con- 
trol. However, the wives of men occupied 
fn clerical work are much easier to please 
and satisfy than the wife of the lower class 
workman or the wife of the ‘ nearly swell.’ 

“ But the thing that makes the clerk the 
tenant to be most desired by a landlord is the 
fact that he pays his rent regularly. It is 
beyond the range of human posstibilties to 
find any clases of tenants who are entirely 
vatisfied with their quarters and who never 
make cempleint, so we do not look for this. 
We let well enough alone. If a man pays his 
rent regularly and does not in any way make 
himself obstreperous about his flat, we are 
quite satisfied and reckon him a star tenant. 
The clerk does this, and consequently he is 
the gugn we to do business with’

LL Italy is singing the praises of and 
congratulating Prof. Alfred Trombetti 


of Cueno, who has overcome almost in- - 


surmountabdle obstacles and risen 
from obscurity tu fame, having just 

been conferred by the Academia del Lineci 
of Rome, with royai prize of 10,000 francs, for 
a work on “ Comparative Glottology.” Heis 
regarded the world over as the greatest of 
living philologists, and has become among 
learned men in all parts of the globe deserv- 
edly famous, 

Until a month ago he was a humble teacher 
of Latin and Greek. Today he Is recognized 
as the oreator and founder of an entirely 
new system of the utmost value inp lingulstic 
researches and discoveries, and is honored 
by ah institution of learning that boasts 
400 years’ existence. 

4rof. Trombetti has been offered a chair 
In the university of his native city, and King 
Victor Emmanuel has annouficed his inten- 
tion to pay the experises of the printing and 
publication of his books. 


Earns 20 Conte a Week. 


_ Trombetti’s life reads like a chapter of a 
fantastic novel. He was born in 1866, in 
Bologna, of a family of poor laborers. His 
father, who made a bare living at ropemak- 
ing, died about 1873, leaving a wife and 
three children absolutely destitute. The two 
youngest were placed in a charitable insti- 
tution, while the oldest, Alfred, who had 
just pasged the primary public school, found 
employment boy in a barber shop at the 
smunificent of 20 cents weekly. 

His greatest handicap was scarcity of 
means to buy books—even second hand. His 
mother often scolded him for spending in 


candles the few cents she gave as pocket | 


money. Many times the Trombetti house- 
hold lacked funds to pay rent and buy shoes. 
Many times the supper was a meal in name 
only, Poverty was always staring these 
two In the face, but this seemed not to con- 
cern the boy, Alfred, so long as he could have 
books to read and light to study by in the 
night hours, while, others amused themselves 

Learning , Astonishes Bookseller. 

The incident which decided his future hap- 
pened in 1882. One day, while looking over a 
pile of second hand books displayed on the 
sidewalk in front of a book store kept by an 
old man named Guidi, he discovered the 
“Life of Abdel Hader,”” written in Arabic, 
and rushed inside, book in hand, to ask the 
price, 

“But, my dear boy, what do you under- 
stand of this book?” asked the astonished 
bookseller. But the boy only persisted in 
asking the price, until he received the re- 
ply, “ Thirty cents.”’ 

“ Alas! I have only 6 cents.”’ ‘These words. 
in which lurked a suspicion of tears and a 
great sorrow, so impressed the old'gentleman 
that he presented the book to the boy, ques- 
tioned him, and ascertained pursuits and 
ambitions, and invited him to call again...

Questioners Stay to App!aud. 

The book store was a dally meeting place 
cf many professors of the University of 
Bologna, among whom were Geosue Car- 
ducel, the celebrated poet; Gandino. ‘the 
Latinist; Teodorico Landoni,. the Danto- 
phile; Gino Rocchi, the librarian of the city 
library, etc. To thes@ Sig. Guidi related with 
great enthusiasm the incident of the Arabi- 
book, and they degided to put ‘the boy 
through a kind of friendly examination arid 
see for themselves what he was and what he 
knew. 

The examination took place in. due time. 
In English, in French, in German, Latin, 
Greek, in Arabic, and in Hebrew the boy 
read, translated, expounded. and explained 
with such knowledge and precision that the 
professors ceased questioning to listen and 
to applaud. 

Genius Finally Shines Forth. 
This fact was published in the loca! papers, 
By the advice ef the professors, the munici- 
pality of Belogna gave to young Trombetti 
a yearly scholarship of $120, which was con- 
tinued until 1891, in which year he took his 
LL. D. degree at that famous university, 
From 1891 to June, 1904, he taught in the 
public schools of various cities in Italy, dur- 
ing which time he extended. and completed 
his wonderful Mngutstic education. The re- 
sult of this hard work and study is embodied 
in the essay he wrote for the Lineci com- 
petition, that proved to be ‘‘ the revelation of 
a genius.” 

The work consists of four large manuscript 
volumes. Its title is ‘“‘ Genealogical Relations 
Between Ancient Languages.’ More than 
500 languages and dialeqts are taken and 
compared, with the result that a new direc- 
tion is given. to glettology, he having con- 
celved a natural clagsification that rectifies 
the errers of the old arbitrary linguistic 
srouping, and corresponds to what, in nat- 
ural science, has been accomplished through 
the most recent studies upon the laws of 
derivation and generation. He proves scien- 
tiflcally the unity of origin of all languages 


(which was considered beyond the wildest . 


hope of modern research), and shows this 
unity through the comparison of groups of 
the most, diverse and apparently ‘dissimflar 
languages and through the cycle which he 
successfully establighes between all lan-

He has come into use from 
a condition arising from the desire of people 
possessed of some savings to invest their 
money and at the same time to provide them- 
selves with a home that will not only afford 
shelter in the hour of need but will be a 
source of revenue. ‘ 

A professiona! flat builder not only knows 
how to put up a flat building worth from 
$5,000 to $6,000 for a person who may have 
less than $2,000 cash, but he knows where to 
put it so that it will be the most attractive 
and desirable to prospective renters. He 
undertakes to buy the lot in the most desir- 
able location. In each and every instance 
he knows what transportation facilities all 
locations have or will have, for this fs one 


by Checks. 


Here is the story of a Chicago woman who 
not long since received, in payment for work 
accomplished, a check for $300. : 

The money was needed at once, but the 
bank where she maintained a small savings 
account declined to cash it without investi- 
gation, the firnf writing the check being un- 
known to the bank officials and located at 
some distance. At the bank upon which the 
check was drawn she could find no one to 
identify her. The amount of money repre- 
sented was too large for her shopkeeping 
acquaintances. In the end the check was 
left with her own bank for some days until 
investigation had proved it all right. When 
checks made out on banks situated in other 
cities come to Chicago the case is even more 
trying. unless th? recipient has a fairly gen- 
erous bank account or ‘is well acquainted. 
The story of the starving man with the check 
for $1,000 ig easily believed by a number of 
men and women in Chicago, It is decidedly 
distressing to carry money’s werth in the 
pockets, yet be unable to raise a cent.

Scrub Women Paid by Check. 

All the way down the line, moreover, is the 
check system traveling. There are women 
in Chicago who now pay their laundresses 
and scrub women by check. A washerwoman 
with a check of $1.50 for her day's labor is 
by no means happy. Part of the precious 
money must inevitably be spent in order to 
get the rest of it. A Chicago “ handy man " 
not long since complained bitterly because 
Saturday night had brought bim a number of 
gmail checks from his various employers of 
the week, but no ready money. Thé grocer, 
who had cashed pay checks untf! he himse!f 
had an empty cash drawer, trusted him with 
the necessary supplies over Sunday; and on 
Monday morning his trouble began again, 

The pay check system may be convenient 
for cashiers and employers, it may save time 
and risk of inaccuracy, and insure salary re- 


for the “office”; it may, now and 


again, give a thoughtful mas or woman an im- 
petus toward saving. But in the main, it fs 
an unqualified evil, especially for the poorer 
paid toflers or the trade workers whose dally 
duties usually take them far from the baak- 
ing region. and for the benefit of these work- 
ers the pay ehvelope should be reinatated 
without Gelay.

of the leading considerations in building a 
fiat that the owner expects to keep rented. 

He also undertakes to borrow all the money 
that will be needed to complete the building. 
He draws the plans and submits them to his 
customer. He asks for estimates from com- 
peting contractors in the several branches of 
the house building trades. When these are 
all in he figures out the cost according to the 
plans, and tells his customer what the bulld- 
ing will cost. In this way h®é takes such 
cares off the hands of a young woman or 4 
young man, a widow, or anybody who is en- 
gaged with his or her regular work. 

If the pian and the estimate is accepted he 
agrees to turn the flat over complete in from 
three to five months, sometimes sooner, !f the 
weather is favorable. He buys the lot and 
sees that the titlieisclear. He closes with the 
several contractors who have made bids on 
the work. Then on a printed sheet. some- 
thing like a yard long, he makes out a de- 
talled statement in which he describes the 
lot. gives the name of the party who is buy- 
ing it, the names of the contractors who will 
do the carpenter work, the masonry, plumb- 
ing, heating, painting, and all other work con- 
nected with the proposed building.

Stakes Hie Repu‘ation. 

He details the character of the material, 
the foundation, superstructure, and finishing, 
and whether furnace or steam heat. This is 
an important document. It is the exhibit on 
which he expects to borrow money for his 
client. If he gets what he wants, he then 


takes the plan of the house to the building — 


department of the city, where it must be 


shown that the building complies with all the 


provisions of the latest building ordinances. 
If it is all right he receives a permit. 

It is thus seen that the professional flat 
builder must be a resourceful man. He must 
be a good mathematician, must know some- 
thing of drafting, be acquainted with the 
different trades made use of in the construc- 
tion of a building, and be on good terms with 
the Institutions that furnish the money to 
carry on the wonderful building operations of 
@ great city. He superintends the work of 
butiding from the time that ground is broken 
until the keys are turned over to the owner. 
His reputation is staked on the work being 
Gone well and according to the plans that he 
has shown his client. When the owner takes 
possession he or she finds a flat that is ready 
to rent; in fact, it often ocours that all of the 
flats have been rented before they are quite 
finished. The flat builder may be putting up a 
dosen buildings all at the same time. He gets 
about §100 for each undertaking. : 

Today hundreds of people who have saved 
a little money are putting it into flats, and in 
many instances they engage a professiona! 
bulider to take all the work off their hands. 

Is a flat a good investment? 

That depends entirely on the ability to keep 
it rented, and to do that it must be located In 
a desirable section. Unusual risks are con- 
stantly being taken. Not long ago a man 
who had only §900 cash to put in each of two 
flat bufidings has completed them. He bor- 
rewed $4.100 on each, the mortgage covering 
the ground and the buildings. 

The professional builders figure out invest- 
ments something after this statement: 

A prospective builder wants te put up @ 
flat that will cost $5,200. He has $2,000 cash. 
In order to buy the lot and put up the build- 


ing he must borrow $3,200. Say that the 
building consiste of two sflats that he is 
able to keep them rented all of the time. 
Such flats in G@esirable localities rent for 


$23 a month, if furnace heated. This would 


bring the annual revenue of $552. The ex- 
pengses, including taxes, water, interest, in- 
surance, and repairs, would amount to $253, 
which would leave a net revenue of $209 a 
year. According to this statement, which ts 
gaid to be a conservative one, the man who 
has taken $2,000 out of the savings bank 
where it ie Gdrawing 3 per cant Interest would 
be getting 15 per cent on the same money. 
The net revenue could be saved to pay off 
the mortgage, after which the builder would 
have his property in fee simple. 

On all ef such matters the professional 
builder must be thoroughly posted, and he 
must be a man of reputation. The men who 
get such work are the ones who are able to 
hand a prospective builder a list of the build 
ings he has erected. The prospective cus- 
tomer may then investigate both the char- 
acter of the building and the desirability of 
such an investment. 

The builders gay that the thing to do to 
make the investment a safe one is to first put 
it where the renter has a way to get down- 
town and back home quick, and to equip it 


. with modern conveniences. It is the business 


of the professional! builder to keep close track 
of all of these conveniences, 


cheap, offering a great variety and plenty 
of everything, but the quart of wine that goes 
with the meal, added to the cognac and two 
or three absinthes of the morning, suffices 
to unfit our giant for work.

Authors Should Study 
Contemporaries’ Work. 


By Russell 


HE number of those literary workers 

that have not attempted at some time 

or another to write the great American 

‘novel or the great American play is so 

small, competent authorities say, that 
the members of the class could go through 
the eye of a needle. 

Yet almost everybody seems to be agreed 
that neither the great American novel nor 
the great American play has yet been writ- 
ten. Theatrical managers who would give 


‘almost any price to get their hands on the 


play, and publishers who hanker after the 
fleshpots that would follow the publication 
by them of the supreme novel, have ideas as 
to the way in which some literary writer 
will some time put the words together that 
will compose either or both of the master- 
pieces. 

- These rules are, not one man’s rules. 
Rather, they are the crystallization of the 
wide experience and wisdom, of the men who 
are willing, nay eager, to print or to stage 
what they believe wil! eclipse other literary 
works. os 

The first thing these managérs and pub- 
lishers say is an encouraging thing. They . 
denounce the stand so often taken by the un- 
succeseful to the effect that plays and nov- 
els are not read by publishers and man- 
agers. They point out that the only way 
purveyors of literature can get rich is to sell 
books and the only way managers can make 
money is to supply the public with plays the 
public wants. So they pay readers to read 
plays and readers to read novels. 

* 

Ignorant of Techniqve. 

The principal fault both with the novels 
and the plays that are submitted by ama- 
teurs is that they are written without an 
adequate knowledge of the technique of the 
subject. Men who have never been in a 
theater will write plays. It is hard to be- 
lieve, but it is true. Men who have never 
written a short story will set. boldly out to 
write a novel from which an experienced 
hand would draw back. 

Yet the way to improve this condition is 
easy. A dramatist, the managers say, should 
saturate himself with the stage. He should 
see every dramatic work that he can—good, 
bed, and indifferent—and: he should study

No @teamers touch at 
Ratona dave the fruit steamers, which take 
on their banana inspectore there on their way 
to the coast. They leave Sunday newepa- 
pers, ice, quinine, baton, watermelons, and 
vaccine virus at the tsland, and that is about 
all the touch Ratona gets with the world. 

The Pajaro paused at the mouth of the har- 
bor, rolling heavity. in the ewell that sent 
the whitecaps racing beyond. the smooth 
water inside.

Evolution of the Law. 


Since the first patent ect in the Unitea | 


States there have been several changes in the | 
law. The first was in 1793, when a few 
amendatory acte were passed. The law of © 
1886 has been modified tn details, one of which 
was the amendment of 1889 allowing the 
patentee the right to use his invention not to 
exceed two years before apptying for his 
patent. Again in 186] the law was changed 
to increase the life of a patent from fourteen 
to seventeen years, dnd in 1870 the patent 
laws in general were revised and consoll- 
Gated. In their main features, however, the 
patent lawe of today are those of 1836. 

Patents in the United States long have been 
regarded as extremely favorable to the in- 
ventor and the processes are cheap in com- 
parison with those of Europe. Almost with- 
out exception each decade since 1840 has 
shown a per capita increase in the patents 
granted to residents of the United States. 
In 1840 there was issued one patent to every 
38,017 inhabitants. Since that time the com- 
parison has stood:

The native carriers feared to go, and I dreaded the worst . 


that might happen. They finally agreed to accompany my 
son, who was well armed with modern weapons, and the 
journey was accomplished in safety until the party was half 
way on its return. There they passed a village near whicn 
a man had been murdered, and the villagers, suspecting our 
party, demanded that my son be given up to be killed and 
eaten. Our party made as to take counsel over the matter. 
Night fell quickly, and in the darkness, by hard and con- 
Stant running, my boy and his followers came off in safety. 
I do not think that a youth of 18 has ever conducted so haz- 
ardous a journey in Papua.” 

Mr. Pratt desc?fbes the ornithology of Papua as including 
the oddest and most beautiful examples of bird life he has 
krown. There he saw the marvelous bluebirds of paradise, 
‘one of the latest discoveries, and there he watched, aston. 
ished, the splendid bower bird, which builds upon the ground 


water with as much ease as to land life. They are actually 
web footed; a hereditary mark of ancient aquatic habits.”

It is when tribe meets tribe on festive occasions that what

The Papuans are good hunuters, but bad farmers. They 
guard their women while the latter work, but most of their 
agriculture is a failure. In hunting they drive the wild pig, 
the cassowary, and the walloby into ingeniously contrived 


that men, women, and children actually feast upon the 
cooked flesh of fellow creatures. It is when the mirth is at, 
“tis bighest that one of these laughing, singing tribesmen! 
spears his rival or his tribal adversary. Nor does the most 
timid Papuan look upon such a tragedy as other than a jolly 
joke, a cause for laughter, a proof that the festival has 
proved a grand success. At other than a festival the slaying 
cf a tribesman means war with the tribe of the slayer, ana 
the victims of battle supply the victors’ commissariat. Some 
tribes actually slay and devour the people of their own tribes, 
sisiking them down in cold blood, hesitating not to gorgs 
themselves upon the flesh of their own relatives. Nor is 
there in this monstrus practice any evidence of malignity. . 
The corpse is looked upon as proper food. The killing is done 
by the village butcher as a matter of course. There is no 
grief manifested, and it is likely that none is felt. 
Contradictory as it may seem, these Papuans, according 
to Mr. Pratt, are not devoid of all gentle or affectionate 
traits. They have, too, a sense of what civilized people call 
honor. They do not cheat or lie readily, as many aborigines 


he visited proved themeelves to be loyal and indefatigable in 
his. service, reciprocating his fair treatment, responding to 
his kindness, and quickly learned everything he could teach

OVE has two sides, anf one of them is better 
looking than the other, And so it is with the 
statue of love in the Louvre, the famous Aphro- ° 
dite of -Aelos, Known popularly as the Venus 
of Milo. Look at het from the front or from 
the left, and she is just somebody's idea of a 
goddess. Look at her from the right, however, 
and she is undoubtedly “immortal Aphrodite 

of the broidered throne, daughter of Zeus.” This profile view 

of the statue is the correct view, Hamund von Mach, the 
archzologist, affirms. 


The theory about the figure’s original position which Dr. ~ 


von Mach advances is so simple, and so satisfactory, that 
it is surprising that no one has thought to suggest it before. 
The Greek. sculptor meant, he thinks, that the Aphrodite 
should stand either in @ niche, with her right profile outward, 
or else close to a wall with her left side turned toward it. 
That this was her maker's intention appears from the fact 
that the figure is not perfectly finished in the round. The 
front view, which is the one most generally known, “ exhib- 
its the beauty of Aphrodite's right side, and at the same time 
shows an unpleasantly straight line and impossible hip on 
her left.” The technique is excellent only on the right side 
of a plane erected on a line connecting the right heel with the 
left ankle. Seen from its right side, however, the statue's 
perfection both of form and of fate is indisputable. The 
superiority of this view of it is apparent not only in the 
contours and the attitude of the body, and in the nobility of 
the features, but also in the arrangement of the hair, with its 
dainty lock at the nape of the neck. 

Looking at the figure thus you certainly have before you 
the goddess to whom Paris gave the prise for beauty, though 
the fair queen of gods and men stood by— 

“Clear eyelids lifted north and south, #. 
A mind of many colors, and a mouth 
Of many tunes and kisses.”

tion of the statue’s arms—that question which has made the 
raarble goddess best known throughout the world since her 
appearance into the light of modern day, in Venus’ legendary 
character of “inspirer of feuds.” Both arms of the statue 
are gone, and there is not on the whole figure a single piece 
of attachment from which originally they could have been 
supported. Yet, made of marble as they must have been, 
they were quite too heavy to hang unstayed by some means 
or other. A short time ago it was proved by Robinson that 
the right afm must have crossed the body at a right angle, 
with the hand held downward, for in no other attitude would 
the biceps of the upper arm press the side closely enough 
to cause that little muscic to stand out which appears on 
the statue’s right bréast. The position of the left arm is en- 
tirely problematic. If the sculptor intended to place the figure 
in a niche, or against the wall, Von Mach contends, the dis- 
position of the arms would be a matter of no daimficulty, for 
ir either case the background would offer ample opportuni- 
ties for invisible places of attachment. 

That this suggestion should come so late in the day is 
remarkable from the fact that the Aphrodite, found in 1820 
by the peasant Botoni, at work in his field clearing away 
the débris of the walls and terraced structures of ancient 
Melos, was discovered hidden in a niche. This niche has been 
described by W. J. Stillman, who had it pointed out to him 
when he visited the islahd in 1862, by M. Breast, sén of the 
French consul, who bought the Aphrodite for the Louvre ‘from 
the man who found it. “It was a rudely built work, of the 
height, as nearly as I can remember, of ten, or at most twelve 
feet, and about eight wide,” writes Mr. Stillman. “It formed 
@ part of an old boundary wall of the field on which it opened, 
and above it the ground was level with the crown of the arch 
of the niche.’ 

This niche, he goes on to say, had the appearance of hav- 
ing been made for purposes of concealment. It has been 
supposed that the Aphrodite fourid within it was once a 
treasure of Athens, and was brought to Melos and hidden

been considered as one of decadence in a: t—largely because of 
Pliny’s erroneous statement that Grecien art édme to a stand- 
still at 800 B. C. As Von Mach regards it, this was, instesd, 
@ season of “ripe fruit.” The Aphrodite, he declares, was 
the product of just such a season; it was the work of an age 
that “knew how to adapt and how to combine into one har- 
monious whole the pose of Lysippys, the charm of Praxiteles, 
and a bit of technique from the Parthenon.” 

This opinion of his recalls the traditiop that there was 
found over the niche in Melos, in which the Aphrodite was 
concealed, an inscription identifying it with the first century 
before Christ. 

The Aphrodite is not, then, a Victory, as Millingen and his 
followers would have had the world believe; she was not 
meant to be one of a group, she does not depend upon any 
exterior object for completion, as so many archeologists have 
argued. She stands alone as she was meant to stand, 
majestic, inspiring, the goddess daughter of Dione. And when 
one views her from her right side, as her Grecian sculptor 
planned, he sees herin all her legendary beauty, as the tender

What is said here is what is said over again in language’ (too often made by women teachers, 
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more scientific and comprehensive by older and wiser heads, 
who classify this influence of dress as follows: 
 JMrst—It creates an atmosphere of pleasure and admitra- 
tion that makes the child easier to handle. | 

Second—It strengthens the teacher's influence by the pride 
which he feels in a well dressed teacher as compared to 
others. 

Third—Awakens imitative powers which can be most 
easily turned to account in matters of dress and which in 
some districts are greatly needed as an educator. 


First and most important is put the fact that the teacher, 


like everybody else, is bound to be pleased with herself when 
she looks well and that she at once gains half the battle -by 
the pleasing effect which she exercises over the children. 
“Even the worst boy who comes back at noon on mischief 
bent feels a disposition to ‘stand in’ with a teacher who 
looks ‘ swell,’ as he expresses it,”’ said one teacher, who has 
bad more than usual success with the bad boy element. 

“It is a fact that she is pleased with herself and so 
radiates an influence which causes everybody else to be 
pleased,” is said by one of the principals to be the secret of 
the mysterious influence which he admits is exerted by 
pretty gowns in the schoolroom. “She isn’t ‘ cross,” as the 
boy says, and she doesn’t keep them after school because 
there is no need for it. She has been at her best herself and 
she has gotten the best work out of them. Then there fs an- 
other thing in the sense of proprietorship which a girl and 
usually a boy, too, feels in his teacher. She ‘ belongs’ to him 
almost next to his mother. When she looks well it reflects 
credit upon himself. This he is not slow to appropriate, as 
is seen in the boasts he makes to other children. Teachers 
find this out, too, when they hear how they are extolled 
at home, not only as to what they wear, but as to many 
other virtues which the children either imagine or discover 
that they possess. Children love bright things and pretty 
things, anyway, and dress is something which appeals to 
them at once, and when it is considered what an effect it 
has upon the rest of us it will be seen that it raises a teacher 


in the estimation of her pupils in a way that can hardly be 
overestimated.”’

i Good Taste a Duty. 

Says another principai, Me. Leach of the Burley school: 

“We all respond to the influence of the teacher who 
comes to school in an attractive dress. I like to see it my- 
sel and there is no question of its good effect upon the chit- 
dren. There is another thing about it, too. If a teacher 
comes to school dressed for some occasion which is different 
from that of every day she brings something df another 
atmosphere with her which widens her influence and alse 
the outlook ‘of the children. To those whose environment ts 
limited this is especially educative. The fact, too, that many 
of the children will copy the teacher’s dress as far as possi- 
ble makes good taste on her part an imperative duty. For 


instance, if the teacher is addicted to an overloading of beads ~ 


and jewelry it will result in an immediate attempt at over- 
decoration on the part of the children, while the teacher who 
shows the best taste in the matter of good style and the sim- 
plicity which usually goes with good dressing can often get 
direct results in the dropping off by the pupils of cheap 
jewelry and tawdry lace ruffies. For this reason it is worse, 
perhaps, than in any other business for a teacher to ‘wear 
out’ her old finery when.she is at work. It is a mistake, 
which is not fallen into 
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by men, who, of course, could not wear out their own evening 


clothes in this way. But if a teacher goes to the opposite 


extreme of too much plainness in her dress the effect is ah 


most as bad. I have had some teachers that I have actus 
wished would wear ribbons or something of the kind, Gig 
were so somber.” 


Ribbons Effective Pedagogically. 


_ This sentiment is the common one voiced by the principal, 
who claim that their best teachers are the ones who sive” 


the most attention to this matter. The teachers themsel¥at 
also take it seriously, though the use of dress as a factor ® 
the school work is seen to be from different standpoints. For 
instance, there is a teacher who wears occasionally a whol 
set of gay ribbons, including a hair “ top knot,” for which @ 
friend criticised her as doing something which was inartistie 
and not like herself. “I just do it for its effect upon te 
children,” was the answer. “Their response to the bright 
colors is so direct in its results that I wear them hére, even 
though I might consider them crude to wear elsewhere. They 
are the most effective instruments I can use in the schoo 
room.”’ 

Others who do not share this view are found to be even
